St John's Church, Troy, N. Y., 

Tuesday, January 10, A. D., 1882. 

This being the place designated by the Bishop of the Diocese 
and the day appointed by the Constitution, for the meeting of the 
Fourteenth Annual Convention of the Diocese of Albany, the 
Bishop, and a number of the Clergy and Lay Delegates assembled 
in St. John's Church, Troy, at half-past ten o'clock in the morning. 

The Bishop of the Diocese administered the Holy Communion, 
and was assisted in the service by the Rev. Archdeacons Payne, 
Carey and Tucker, the Rev.,Drs. Reese, Battershall, F. Hanson 
and Dean, the Rev. Mr. Cookson, and the Rector of the Parish 
and the Secretary of the Convention. 

In place of the sermon, the Bishop delivered a portion of his 
Annual Address. 

THE BISHOPS ADDRESS. 

My well beloved brethren of the Clergy and of the Laity, as I rise 
to-day to speak the first word of greeting, which welcomes you to our 
great annual communion about the Holy Place, which is the Lord's 
Altar as it commemorates before God, and the Lord's Table as it com- 
municates to us, His Sacrifice, I confess the thought that crowds to 
utterance is of the fact, which I supposed I had felt since March, but 
which I know now I did not realize till I set myself to the canonical 
duty of preparing the list of Resident Clergy, and had to cross off the 
beloved name which has so long stood first, in alphabetical order, 
in seniority of residence and ordination; and still more, first in 
reverence and honor, upon the roll of the Priests who composed the 
original body of the Clergy of this Diocese. There has been but one 
name above his for five years, and that only by the prominence of 
orders. There was never any name above his in our calendar of 
saints. And while I am mourning for those far away — Weeks and 
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Cooke especially, who were true brothers to me and fellow laborers 
unto the kingdom of God, who have been a comfort to me — they 
have gone, to come back, please God ; but he, the Nestor of the 
Clergy, has gone, thank God, we must say, even in our mourning, 
where there is 

No study now, no wearying employment ; 

No creed, confession, litany to raise ; 
But all fulfilled in the complete enjoyment 

Of knowledge, adoration, love and praise. 

There are places and times within our knowledge and experience, in 
which the absent, by the very size of their empty places, take up more 
room than the present. And the older Clergy (there are only seven- 
teen left of those that began the Diocese) will share with me their 
sense of the great vacancy in our gathering to-day, when, for the first 
time in these fourteen years, the venerable Senior Presbyter of the 
Diocese is not here. And you will feel with me that it is fitting, not 
forgetting other dear names, to fill the silence in our prayer of Com- 
memoration to-day of those servants of God departed this life in His 
faith and fear, with the beloved name of Samuel Breck Bostwick, Priest. 
I say, not forgetting other dear names. I depart from my custom of 
a detailed commemoration of the faithful dead, not from any lessening 
love or sense of loss, but because I find, not my memory, but my in- 
formation so often at fault, that the record becomes painfully imperfect 
and unsatisfactory. A year that has seen Finley pass away from 
Champlain ; Wood from Lake George ; Payn from Saratoga, to whom 
the Church and Mission at Schuylerville owe their existence ; Dubois 
from Norway; Jamieson from Brushton; Ross from Conklingville; Mrs. 
Hiram Bock well from Troy (may I not rather say from Glens Falls?); 
Miss Lavinia Clarkson from Potsdam ; Mrs. Sara Kenyon from Middle- 
ville; and Mrs. Wilson from Clermont, is a year memorable in the 
history of any Diocese. And they are all among the older people 
identified with the past, and either as Simeon, after long waiting for 
the consolation, admitted to see the salvation of God; or, like Anna, 
giving thanks unto God, at the hour of their vision of Christ mani- 
fested. There are others, of our own people, besides these. And I 
must not fail to honour the beloved memory of the late Bishop of 
Pittsburgh, whose death deprived the American Episcopate of a 
scholar, a fearless teacher of the truth, a clear and thorough theologian y 
and a man strong and brave to maintain his opinions, " to reprove, 
rebuke and exhort with all long suffering and doctrine; " to labour 
with tireless energy in the duties of his office, in the Diocese and in 
the Church at large; and as strong and brave to suffer grievous per- 
sonal sorrows, the great trial of a long forced inactivity, and the 
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suffering of pain. He was among the foremost teachers of the Ameri- 
can Church ; was wisely and actively interested in the Old Catholic 
reform, and has left his monument behind him in the new Diocese 
which he organized and administered into energy and unity and 
strength. I must speak, too, with all honour of the Kev. John Cotton 
Smith, D.D., just passed away, whose large place, because he was so large 
a man, it will be hard to fill. But I dwell especially upon Dr. Bostwick 
as a model to his brethren the Clergy, and as a monument of the grace 
of God moulding the character of the man, and making the power of 
his Priesthood what it was. 

The story of this life, so far as its details go, which are the scaffold- 
ing from which the fair temple is builded up, is this. Born in "Ver- 
mont in 1815, he graduated before he came of age, from the Univer- 
sity of Vermont, and deferred the beginning of his theological studies, 
by the Bishop's advice, until 1839, when he entered the General Theo- 
logical Seminary. There is something very characteristic of the man 
in this. Patient and humble always, never putting himself forward nor 
pushing his way, he was ready to bide the Lord's time. And while 
this waiting period — passed, I doubt not, as St. Paul's probation in the 
Arabian wilderness — brought to him great maturity in his earlier min- 
istry, it had its part beside, in forming that calmness and composure 
and deliberation of Dr. Bostwick's character, which made him so 
strong a dependence when counsel was needed ; and added so much 
emphasis to his earnestness on the rare occasions when he spoke, or 
acted with the impulse of any enthusiasm. He spent only two years 
at the General Theological Seminary, being compelled by medical 
urgency to leave New York, on account of his health. But studies, 
begun after the mind had become muscular in strength to acquire, and 
continued up to the very end of his life, made him a learned man, as 
he was a wise man, in all sacred learning; while the constant habit of 
teaching kept him fresh in all secular learning, as well. Ordained both 
Deacon and Priest within a year, he spent four years of work in Ver- 
mont, and then came to be associated with the Rev. Mr. Spooner in the 
care of the missio nary stations of Glens Falls, Sandy Hill and Fort 
Edward. In 1845 he became Rector of Sandy Hill and Fort Edward. Fort 
Edward was set off as a separate charge in 1870, because the two places 
had grown under his faithful labours, beyond the strength of«!any one 
Clergyman, and up to a strength which enabled them to support two 
Rectors. It is a touching tribute to the dear old man, that each place 
wished to retain him ; that he was welcomed with reverent affection in 
the Parish which he gave up, and loved with great honour in the 
Parish which he kept ; and that he drew to him the affection of his 
successor in Fort Edward, and afterward of his successor in Sandy 
3 
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Hill, till they were both of them, to him, as loving sons. Here, in 
one or other, or in both these two places he spent his life; a pastorate 
of two and thirty years, involving an amount of labour that would 
have taxed the strongest constitution ; reaching over a circuit of at 
least fifty miles, and attaining such results as overpaid the labour a 
thousand fold. If you watch a landscape from sunrise till the moon 
comes up, and see its varying beauties brought out by the constant 
variations of light and shadow, you get to know what it contains. If 
you let a field lie under the continuous changes of the seasons of a 
completed year, you get the result of its developed fruitfulness. And 
a long, unbroken, faithful care of souls, beginning with the fresh earn- 
estness of youth, including the strength, mental and moral and phys- 
ical, of manhood, and reaching over into the ripe spirituality of mature 
age, tells in the same way upon the souls and upon the Parish to 
which the Lord gives such a benediction. At the solemn service of 
his burial, there were gathered representatives of three generations who 
had passed under the moulding influence of his teaching and his life. 
Children and children's children were there, brought up, asManasseh's 
grandchildren upon Joseph's knees. There were laid upon his coffin 
and upon his grave the flowers that grow in every field, of childhood's 
memory and of manhood's meditation ; flowers from marriage feasts 
which he had graced and from death-beds which he had comforted ; 
best of all, the flower of a common, universal love and reverence 
whose fragrance he had somewhat enjoyed through life, but which only 
blossomed into the unrestrained sweetness of full utterance, when they 
brought it to lay beside him, dead. I believe there is no such power 
on earth as the power won, by the long unbroken life of pastoral 
service, over men ; not merely over the congregation that is served, 
but over the community in which such a life is lived. And I believe 
that, more even than to his wisdom and his silver hair, the patriarchal 
place of honour that he held, which made him seem so much older than 
he was, was due to the impression that he made by staying in his 
place, "resting and standing in his lot," till the end of his days. 
His resignation of the Parish at Sandy Hill, though the Vestry pro- 
posed two alternatives, of a vacation or an assistant, was insisted upon 
under his own conscientious sense of inability to do the duty any 
more. He still lived on, a help and comfort to the neighbouring 
Clergy, to the Hector of the Parish, to the Bishop, to the Diocese 
which he served so well as a member always of its Standing Commit- 
tee ; teaching a small school to eke out his support. In the spring of 
1880 he was so far restored that the longing to be at pastoral work 
again possessed him, and on the wise suggestion of his true son in the 
faith, the Rev. Mr. Olmsted, I nominated him as Missionary and 
Rector at Gouverneur. I was there with him only once. It seemed un- 
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natural to see him there. But he had taken strong hold of the people, 
and seemed at home with them and they with him. His presence 
was like a fresh and healthful breeze ; like a power of disinfection. 
He was tried greatly by his inability to work as he had been used to 
work; but I told him that his mere living there was in itself enough 
And it was. He corrected the whole impression about the Church in 
the community, where the Church had been shamefully dishonoured. 
He gave new heart and hope to the people of the Parish. He leavened 
the whole lump, and the people came to see, through the transparency 
of his character, into the deep realities of his inner life; his purity, 
his gentleness, his affection, his humility, his dignity, his faithfulness, 
his simplicity, his intellectual energy and activity, his spirituality, his 
saintliness. Besides his preaching and his conduct of Divine service, 
he tried to reach the thinkings of his people, by a set of questions, to 
which by and by he wrote the answers in the newspaper ; for instance, 
" What is the most elevating influence in this community ? " To which 
he answered, " The public worship of God ; " giving among other rea- 
sons, this: "The human mind cannot comprehend God, but it can ap- 
prehend Him, it can reach up to Him, and hold communion with Him. 
He is the highest object of our contemplation, and when the mind 
assumes the attitude of worship, its faculties are expanded to their 
utmost extent by the greatness of the object set before them. The 
moral faculties of our being are equally unfolded and elevated by con- 
templating the perfections of the Divine nature, and the soul is opened 
to a reception of all the gracious influences that can descend into it 
from the adoration of its Creator and Saviour." He preached his last 
sermon in Trinity Church, Gouverneur, just a year ago yesterday, the 
first Sunday after the Epiphany, taking his text from the Epistle for 
the day. The next day he came to Albany to attend the meeting of 
the Convention, with his mind and heart full of the shame and dis- 
honour of the Church in not providing for her old and infirm Clergy. 
Those who were permitted to see and hear him will never forget the 
scene, as he stood up in front of me to read that simple, searching 
statement with which he enforced his resolution ; himself, the living 
illustration of a man, " poor, though making many rich, having noth- 
ing and yet possessing all things." It was his last charge to us. He 
came to it, under strong sense of duty. He withdrew himself so 
absolutely from it, that no man thought of any personality. And yet 
he was pleading the cause " hand ignarus mali," of men like himself; 
whose peace of mind, whose hold on life, whose. strength of every thing 
but faith were lessened and shortened and weakened, because there 
was no provision that could give him leisure to recruit his health, 
when the first sense of failure came upon him. I thank God that in 
one place at least his voice was heard. St. Paul's Parish in Albany 
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sent $1,000 to the Fund for the Care of Aged and Infirm Clergy, and 
I am sure it was as a memorial to him. 

He went from us to rest awhile at the home of a dear Brother, in 
double ties of brotherhood. He wrote me of his anxiety, lest the 
Parish should suffer by his absence. I was able to relieve him, I am 
glad to say, by a temporary provision that did not diminish his small 
income and kept on his work. And after one more letter of thanks, 
and of such loving loyalty to me, as his Bishop, as he always showed 
me, by look and word and deed, the next news of him was the tele- 
graphic message that " he was not, for God had taken him." No man 
could grieve for him ; only the world is poorer for the loss of the pure 
gold of such a nature, as it is richer for the influence, and in the 
memory of his life. It is pleasant to know that the Churches at Lu- 
zerne, at Harrisena and at Schuylerville, and five Church buildings in 
the Diocese of Vermont, have sprung up in the foot-prints of his Mis- 
sionary journey, while the Church at Sandy Hill was built under his 
ministry. And the impress which he left upon the Northern Convo- 
cation, upon the organization of the Diocese, upon the character of 
the Standing Committee, upon the Convention, upon the Clergy, old 
and young, is one that we shall not willingly or readily lose. After 
eleven weeks of patient suffering he fell asleep on the 16th of March, 
A. D, 1881, and on the 18th we laid him to rest under the shadow of 
the Church in which he had led so many to know of " the life and 
immortality brought to light, through the Gospel." 

If I were to single out of many graces what seems to me the strong 
leading characteristic of Dr. Bostwick's nature, I think I should say 
that it was carefulness, growing out of a constant sense of stewardship 
to God. His judgments and opinions, his use of money, his measur- 
ing of words, his great accuracy of language, his distribution of time, 
his exquisite personal neatness, his punctilious courtesy, his simple 
and absorbed reverence in the conduct of Divine service, his constant 
fidelity to every member of his Parish and every detail of his Pastoral 
duty, the condition of his Chancel, his surplice, his vestry room, his 
library, the methods of his study, the style of his sermons, every 
thing that he did, showed that he did it, as in the sight of God ; and 
it made every thing that he did well-done, every thing that he said 
worth hearing, every opinion that he gave worth getting. When he 
stood up the last time in this Convention, feeble, white-lipped and 
pale, there was something about his face that almost "glistered," as 
the face of Moses when he had been upon the Mount with God. I 
have used the word " transparent," of his character ; and you could see 
it that day specially, though I had often noticed it before, in his expres- 
sion ; a transparency which was the symbol of his nature ; the trans- 
parency of guilelessness, trust in God, strong faith, a single aim, a 
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clean soul, a pure heart, a consecrated life. Through and through him 
you could look, and there was nothing to conceal. To-day he sees, 
through all veils, the near vision of the King in His beauty. To-day, 
through him, the light of God's grace shines, illuminating the example 
of his holy "faith fulness, as the sunshine through a clear window-pane. 
To-day, through him, we can see the character of a faithful Priest, in 
whom the Great High Priest ministers to his people. And to-day, 
blessing us, whom he loved, with his example, with the results of his 
life, with nis intercessions in Paradise, he speaks, I think, the words 
from which he last preached the glorious Gospel of Christ, " I beseech 
you therefore brethren, by the mercies of God, that ye present your 
bodies a living sacrifice, holy, acceptable to God, which is your reason- 
able service." May we have grace to follow him, as he followed the 
Lord. As to Zacharias of old, the Angel of the Lord called him, while 
yet " he executed the Priest's office before God," and said " fear not; " 
and he feared " no evil " when he went through " the valley of the 
shadow of death," for the Lord was with him to comfort him " with 
His rod and His staff." It is of teachers such as he was, so well fur- 
nished, so consistent and uncontradictory with lips and life, that the 
prophet Daniel said, i( They shall shine as the brightness of the firma- 
ment, and as the stars forever and ever." 

I think my brethren will agree with me, that I am justified in this 
departure from my usual habit in dwelling at such length upon the 
life of our departed friend, by the rare value of the example he has left 
behind. His memory would rebuke me if I spoke any words of empty 
praise. I desire to hold up, to myself and to the other clergy, his 
character as among the best of human models. It is a tribute, not to 
him only, but I think also to the laymen who have in this instance 
vindicated their readiness to " honour the elders that rule well," and 
shown, by the influence which they accorded to him, their apprecia- 
tion of a " man of God throughly furnished unto all good works." 

With no desire to intrude myself, as a final, authority, upon the 
Clergy, in the consideration of the value and importance of the pub- 
lished result of the Eevision of the New Testament, I can hardly pass 
over so important an event without a word. And I speak rather of 
conclusions to which I have come, than of reasons for them ; of the 
results, than of the manner of the undertaking, or the methods of 
arriving at them. We have no responsibility for the inauguration of 
this work, and no right to hold the authors of it responsible for, what 
is plain to every man who opens the volume, the tremendous stretch- 
ing of their authority, which amounts to an entire departure from 
their instructions. One may well conclude, I think, from the silence, 
broken by few words of faint apology, with which the presentation of 
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the book was received by the Convocation of Canterbury, that sober- 
minded men were startled by the mere statement of what had been 
done, and it is evident that this amazement has deepened and grown 
by an examination of the book. I wish merely to correct some im- 
pressions which have grown out of a rather large way of talking about 
the so-called Revised Version ; as though it were a new revelation, a 
new inspiration, a final authority, beyond which there is no appeal ; 
and grown also, out of a cool method of begging the whole question 
about the correctness and accuracy of the new Greek text. It is 
readily conceded that the work was done honestly and carefully ; that 
among the Revisers are some of the first scholars in England, and 
that much light has been thrown upon the critical study of the Greek 
text, by the progress and the outcome of their labours. And it is as 
certainly true, that side-lights, which sometimes are not cross-lights, 
have been thrown upon the meanings of certain passages in the New 
Testament. So that the book is advantageous as a running marginal 
comment, to any using it as he would use, for instance, the Speaker's 
Commentary ; which is the production of many eminent scholars, 
with the advantage that each acts on his own responsibility, and is not 
able to retire behind, or liable to be overruled by a majority vote. But 
it is also true that the question of the emendation of the text is a mat- 
ter, after all, of opinion, judgment, the balance of authorities. 
Scholars differ about it. Sometimes, as in Tischendorf 's case, having 
decided hastily, they reverse their decision. And being a matter of 
opinion, careful students must judge somewhat for themselves. It is 
true that certain names (Bishop Alexander and Dean Burgon say 
eight) of the Revisers, are names of such weight and recognized 
authority, that their unanimity would be almost decisive. But it is 
impossible to say whether these eight were in the majority or in the 
minority, when the votes were taken that decided changes. " Nullius 
addictus jurare in verba magistri," is a very good rule. And when 
people are swearing, in a general way, by the reputation of certain 
scholars, they should- be certain what the views of those scholars are. 
No one of all the really distinguished men can be held responsible for 
any one of all the changes, except that the great authority of Bishop 
Lightfoot is given to the change (although I think it does not warrant 
it), from "evil," to" the evil one," in the Lord's Prayer. The Bishop 
of St. Andrew's, who was a reviser, has repudiated some of the revisers' 
changes. Westcott, another eminent scholar, certainly has not been 
followed generally. Archbishop Trench, after saying that his share 
in the Revision is ci scarcely discernible," owing to his absence for two 
years from the Jerusalem Chamber, adds : "For myself I do not expect 
that with all the debt which we owe to the Revised Version — and 
how great that is, only time and the familiarity which grows with use 
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will declare — it will ever in globo supersede that which went before 
it or stand in exactly the same authoritative position, as for nearly 
three centuries its predecessor has done* The not un frequent sacri- 
fice of grace and ease to the rigorous requirements of a literal ac- 
curacy — which I must regard as pushed to a faulty excess, although 
such a fault as only the conscientious would commit — the demands 
made by the Kevisers from time to time on the English language, 
which prove more than the language in the most dexterous and ac- 
complished hands can satisfy, seem to me to forbid this. Nor do I 
at the present see what better we can do than to wait, and to let the 
future determine for itself what it will be." And against the result 
taken as a whole, stand avowedly to-day, the distinguished names of 
the Bishop of Liucoln (Wordsworth); the Dean of Chichester (Burgon); 
Espin, the Chancellor of Chester Cathedral ; Canon Cook of Durham, 
and, to no inconsiderable extent, Prebendary Sadler, of Wells. Above 
all, against the mere rhetoric of some sweeping statements, as to the 
unfaithfulness to truth involved in a rejection of the Kevised Version, 
it will be borne in mind, that by the statement of the Bevisers them- 
selves, not one of the 36,191 changes which they have made in text 
and in translation alters a single point of doctrine or of duty. It is 
idle therefore to fancy that anybody is on trial except the Bevisers, or 
any thing except the Bevision, however tried many people are by both ; 
and they are on trial, for questions of judgment, of critical scholarship 
and of taste ; not of honesty, or faithfulness or ability. 

It is worth while to bear this in mind, in the face of some rhetoric 
on both sides of the water, and on both sides of the question. The 
Archbishop of Dublin says that u one Clergyman expressed his convic- 
tion in the newspapers that he should be perilling his own salvation 
by using the Bevised Version ; " and per contra it has been said that 
not to use the Bevised Version would be unfaithfulness to our stew- 
ardship of the Word of God. 

The final decision as to the judgment of the Bevisers settles itself 
down to two questions : first, as to the best Greek text ; and next, as 
to the comparative authority of any or all texts over versions and cita- 
tions. It seems impossible to assign to any one of the great codices, 
supremacy over the rest; certainly not to the Sinaitic, from which its 
discoverer, Tischendorf, has virtually withdrawn his first overween- 
ing confidence; and certainly not the Vatican, which, if not a corrupt 
copy of the Sinaitic, is traceable to the same imperfect original. It 
seems to me equally certain that any clear or consentaneous quotations 
from any number of Fathers of the first three centuries are more certain 
to give the original rendering than any MSS. extant, because no codex 
pretends to be earlier than the fourth century; and the Fathers be- 
fore that quoted from MSS. nearer to the original than any extant 
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now. The same thing is true of the old Latin and the Peschito 
Syriac versions which are believed to be of the second century, two 
hundred years nearer the original than any MS. in existence. Upon 
this premise, which will hardly be disputed, I believe it has been 
shown most effectively by the Dean of Chichester, in a recent review 
that very many, and many of the most important changes of text are 
as untenable in Greek, as they are intolerable in English. I mean, for 
instance, the change in the Angel Hymn from "good will towards 
men" to "men of good will;" "the sun's light failing" in the 
account of the crucifixion, instead of "the sun was darkened:" " He 
who was manifest in the flesh," instead of "God manifest in the 
flesh " in the Epistle to St. Timothy ; and so forth. 

The question of scholarship is a more difficult one to speak of 
modestly, except that for one I freely withdraw myself from any 
seeming comparison with the experience and advantages of most of 
the men who were members of the Kevision Committee. But the 
labours of many of these very men have enabled us all to be scholars 
and critics, at second hand, for years. Students of the great English 
scholars like Scrivener and Bishop Wordsworth and Westcott and Light- 
foot and Trench, and of their predecessors Wetstein and Bengel and 
Bloomfield, are competent to judge of the conclusions of their masters, 
by the very learning which they have from them. And there is too 
much disagreement among the masters of religious critical study 
to-day, to make it safe for their disciples to follow any one; or even to 
be led blindfold by any number ; and far too much to allow us easily 
to surrender the heritage of our received Greek text, or our familiar 
English translation, at the bidding of a nameless majority, composed 
we know not how, and we know not of whom. 

The question of taste has almost adjusted itself. No one would be 
mad enough' or wicked enough to prefer a rhythmical rendering of an 
untruth, to the roughest rendering of the truth. But we must not 
beg this question. We can have both. I believe we have both in the 
present authorized version of- the Scriptures. And if this be true, 
there is scarcely a page in the new version which to the eye, and still 
more to the ear, does not violate the clearness, the purity and the 
power of the language understanded by the people. 

I have already, unofficially, but over the responsibility of my ow'n 
name, dealt with this matter in detail, and I am strengthened to find 
my judgment sustained by an exhaustive and almost final array of 
evidence against the Revisers, clearly from the hand of Burgon, the 
Dean of Chichester, whose plain Commentary on the Gospels, with 
his vindication of the authenticity of the concluding verses of the 
Gospel according to St. Mark, has certainly ranked him among the 
most learned of living students of Holy Scripture. Laymen will, I 
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think, soon grow impatient of using the Eevised Version for what it 
might have been, useful for, a commentary of various readings, a 
"Variorum Bible," And that the book can ever be used for the pub- 
lic lectionary is quite incredible. But it will have secured no mean 
advantage if it convinces men, (and surely it ought to convince those 
who accept the Bevisers' authority,) that, through all variations of 
copies an,d versions, of centuries and of languages, of erasures, of the 
fading out by time of lines and marks, the substance of Eevealed 
Truth, for faith and duty remains the same, and is undeniably authen- 
ticated as God's own message to man. And while I do not believe in 
their new version of " ipevvare rat ypacpas " which puts the indica- 
tive for the imperative mood, I do believe that this new translation 
of a new text has given such impetus to critical study, as to turn the 
command into a fact, and that we do •'search the Scriptures," as 
many did not before. 

I may perhaps venture to say a word of counsel to the Clergy, about 
their teaching to the people in reference to the all-important question 
of the authenticity and the authority of the Holy Scriptures. This 
after all is the matter with which we are most concerned; and security 
and certainty about this are the most important of all considerations. 
By far the greatest and most valuable result of this recent work of 
the Canterbury Committee has been to attain this. The Bible has 
been proved authentic and authoritative, by tracing it back, through a 
very thicket of versions and copies and manuscripts, to this " Siloa's 
brook " that flows fast by the oracle of God; to the Source of Inspira- 
tion, that is, to the Messiah, the Sent, the Bevealer, the Word of God 
And away from that half-truth of Borne, which makes the Church 
the Author instead of the Witness of the Authority of the Holy 
Scriptures; away also from that other half-truth of Protestantism 
which makes the individual sensation of readers the test of the au- 
thenticity, by what they call internal evidence; away from these, the 
time has come, the opportunity and the ability, for any who will take 
the pains to do it, to bring to bear the historical facts of witnesses 
summoned from every Christian century, witnesses hostile and friendly 
(for the heretics quoted the Holy Scriptures quite as much as the 
Catholics), to prove not only the great texts, but the standing and posi- 
tion of the Books of the Bible, and the antiquity (and similarity to 
ours) of the Canon of HolyScripture. And the thought to be dwelt on 
in all this — it seems to me the most miraculous thing — is that the Bible 
has been preserved, without a miracle. Because I think this proves 
not so much the power of God's providence over, as the fact of God's 
presence in His Holy Word. Put side by side the two great teachings 
of the Advent Sundays — the Message and the Messengers of God — and

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notice how in both these things it is true. The beloved and vener- 
able Bishop of Mississippi has shown, in a way that appeals instantly 
to the eye, what we might call the natural means, by which the pres- 
ence of Christ in the Apostolic ministry (according to His promise — 
in the live word of Deity, " Lo, I am with you alway)" has kept that 
line alive. When you look at that reticulation and interlacing like 
the branches of a matted vine, or the meshes of a woven net, thick 
and indestructible, even in the century of our existence; and remem- 
ber that this would be multiplied and intensified 'a hundred fold, if it 
took in the centuries of Christendom, and ran its lines or traced its 
branches from those starting points of Jerusalem and Bphesus, and 
Antioch, and Aries, and Lyons, and Eome, and *York and *London and 
Avalon, and Canterbury, and fSpalato (in Italy), you can see how, by 
providing these various starting points and crossing and re-crossing 
the different lines of succession, God has, by natural means, made 
strong and sure the line of succession in His authorized ministry. 

This same thing is true of the manner of preserving the Holy Scrip- 
tures. No miracle was ever wrought to save them from the fires of per- 
secution; the liberties of transcribers; the errors of copyists; the diffi- 
culties of translations; the vagaries of revisers. But here again, not so 
much the overruling of Providence, as the indwelling of the Word, and 
the Life of the Inspirer, have preserved it from harm. And the plan is 
like that adopted in the case of the ministry. From the earliest period, 
copies were multiplied in ever-increasing ratio; so that it is estimated 
that at least a thousand copies of the Gospel alone survive to the present 
day. Translations, Syriac, Latin, Egyptian, Gothic, Ethiopic, Arme- 
nian, from the second to the fifth century, and from that time on, hold 
in the different solutions of varying languages, the substance of the rev- 
elation. Besides these, the lectionaries and patristic quotations con- 
tain such large portions of the Scriptures, that they might almost be 
reconstructed out of the writings of apologists, assailants and ex- 
pounders of the truth. And this mass of crossing and interwoven 
threads and branches, as each asserts its connection with all the rest, 
and as all unite upon every single statement of revealed doctrine or 
duty, makes up an irresistible aggregate of testimony, alike to the 
authenticity of the Scriptures, and to their accuracy as witnessing to 
the Faith. The Holy Catholic Church, as in her creeds she has taught 
men that the Holy Ghost spake by the prophets, so by her Councils, 
her defenders of the faith, her historians, her liturgies, her offices of 
worship, has kept through the days of darkness, and division, and

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persecutions, and profligacy, the canon of the Sacred Scriptures, saying 
as St. Paul said, not in the diluted ..doctrine^of recent invention, All 
Scripture which is given of God is profitable, but with a positive refer- 
ence to a distinct and definite thing, "all Scripture is given by inspira- 
tion of God. and is profitable." I know of no higher duty in the min- 
istry to-day, and certainly of no greater desideratum in our preaching, 
than the clear and constant assertion, with proof, of the historical 
authenticity of the Books of Holy Scripture, and the critical study 
of the language of the Bible in its variations of text, its interpreta- 
tion of the Old Testament by quotations in the New, its marginal 
references, and parallel passages, its unfathomable depths of meaning 
that make its words strangely impossible to translate. "Mighty in 
the Scriptures," "rightly dividing the Word," " all the day long" study- 
ing the Bible, "giving attendance to reading, to exhortation, to doc- 
trine," " knowing the Holy Scriptures which are able to make men 
wise unto salvation;" to prepare ourselves in such ways, is to become 
"workmen that need not be ashamed," " to be apt to teach," "to do 
the work of evangelists," " to make full proof of our ministry." And 
this part of our treasure will have the more usefulness to men, because 
we offer it to them in the earthen vessels of our human words that 
Bpeak out of our experience to theirs; breaking the bread of life into 
fragments; refracting the intense whiteness of the light of truth, into 
the many colors of its adaptation to the various conditions and estates 
of man. 

: We are to pass now to that highest act of prayer, that nearest access 
to the throne of grace, when the great High Priest offers, in the censer 
of His re-presented sacrifice, the "incense which is the prayers of the 
Saints." Let us ask of Him, unity of heart, wisdom of counsel, and 
the consecration of our lives to Him, that so in the final convening of 
the world to judgment, we may be presented in the substance of our 
spiritual flesh, with pure and clean hearts, by Him who was presented in 
the temple, on the cross, and on the Altar of his perpetual intercession, 
for the saving of our souls. 

• 

January 11th. The 13th Annual Convention of the Diocese 
assembled in the Chapel of All Saints Cathedral. I delivered, instead 
of the sermon, a portion of my annual Address and celebrated the 
Holy Communion, assisted by the four Archdeacons, the Rev, Drs. 
Reese and Battershall, the Registrar of the Diocese and the Secretary 
of the Convention. 

In the evening the meeting of the Missionary Society, although 
lacking the stimulus of indebtedness, grew interested and energetic. 

The session of the Convention was useful and its only excitement, 
the debate on the Bishop's House, I hoped would produce more effect

than it has. The excuse of ignorance was so thoroughly removed 
that only an inexcusable indifference remains. I beg to reiterate the 
facts — 

1st. That the Bishop's House was bought and paid for by the money 
of Churchmen liviug in the city of Albany. 

2nd. That the deficit, amounting to $8,500, of the purchase-money 
has been for years assumed and treated as its debt by the Chapter 
of the Cathedral. 

3rd. That the Chapter has paid the interest on that debt, for many 
years, and is responsible for and means to pay off the principal. 

4th. That for all this the property is the property of the Diocese 
and not of the city of Albany. 
» 5th. That therefore by all rules of law, equity and custom, the 
Diocese, and not the Churches of Albany, is responsible for and ought 
to pay, kot the interest, but the taxes, the insurance premium and the 
cost of necessary repairs. 

6th. That although the Convention recognized this duty, the 
Parishes have not paid the debt. 

I earnestly hope that this matter may receive such attention as it 
demands in the interests of honesty and true economy ; and that as 
„ debt is no longer known in either the Missionary or Diocesan Funds ; 
so the committee may report, the Convention adopt, and the people 
carry out, a scheme that may bring the rest of our finances into the 
same satisfactory condition. 

And I am led from this question of Diocesan debts to the considera- 
tion of Diocesan dues ; from what is owed by, to what is owed to the 
Diocese. I mean the question of the claim which Albany makes 
on New York, for an increase of its Episcopal Fund. I have been 
silent on this subject for twelve years, partly because the Bishop 
might ignorantly and unjustly be supposed to have some personal 
interest in the question, and partly because I have preferred to confine 
my efforts as a financier, to the need of getting sufficient means to carry 
on or enlarge our Missionary work. But many things make me feel 
that the time has come for me to speak. My only personal interest 
is the instinctive sense of justice which is present to us all. It has 
no bearing upon the payment of my salary, but only upon the man- 
ner of its collection,; and the great advantage, which this Diocese would 
derive from the increase of its Episcopal Fund, would accrue, not to 
the Bishop, but to the Parishes, as freeing them from assessments, 
and to the Mission Stations, as enabling us to get more money, and 
more easily, for our Missionary work. 

I confess now to feeling that the last indignity has been put upon 
this Diocese by the Convention of the Diocese of New York, and that 
we are bound in self-respect to explain and assert our claim. To be 
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treated as askers for alms, when we are claiming the payment of a 
debt and the fulfilment of a pledge ; and to be accused as promoters 
of a proposed breach of trust : however generous may be the inten- 
tions of the first method and however sincere the convictions of the 
second, are so far outside the comity that ought to exist, as to demand 
something else than patience, or the silence of a charity unjust to 
ourselves. Not proposing to dictate as to manner and method, I ask 
the Convention, with dignified thoughtfulness and care, to assert itself 
and put itself on record for all time. The Lord will judge between 
us. But I count it important to make a full, clear statement now, 
since among the incessant changes, many of our own people are igno- 
rant of the facts. One has gone already, fully cognizant of the whole 
claim, and concerned intensely in its prosecution by all possible 
means. The Rev. Dr. Bostwick, whom the Bishop of New York most 
fitly, most feelingly eulogized, in the same Convention which classed 
him with us as, in intention, seeking to spoil trust funds, has passed 
from the strifes of earth. There remain of the Albany members 
of the Division Committee, the Eev. Dr. Tucker, the Eev. Dr. Reese 
and Mr. Orlando Meads; and their accurate recollection of what 
passed in the Committee that recommended division ought to be- 
come history, in a clear, concise statement of the claim of this Dio- 
cese. It is a question now not of money but of justice ; not personal 
but involving the Church ; not for ourselves but for those who shall 
come after. And I greatly hope that wise and careful measures may 
be taken by the Convention itself to define its position. The Com- 
mittee, who will make a report to this Convention, have almost ex- 
hausted eloquence, energy and ingenuity ; and to its Chairman espe- 
cially we owe a debt of gratitude for his faithful perseverance under 
every discouragement. The practical measures to be adopted may 
safely be left in their hands. But I hope that the Convention may 
think it wise to raise a Committee with reference to the history of 
this transaction, whose report shall become a permanent part of our 
Diocesan archives. 

The attendance at the Convention was unusually large, especially in 
the number of the laymen present, and of Parishes represented; and Mr. 
Coming's hospitality was never more gracious or more thoroughly en- 
joyed. 

Thursday, Jan. 13th. The first meeting of the new Board was well ' 
attended. The payment of the debt to the Aged and Infirm Clergy 
Fund left the whole estimated income free, to be used for the legiti- 
mate work of the Board, so that, without increase of receipts, we were 
able to enlarge a few of the stipends. 

Tuesday, Jan. 18th. I attended the first meeting of the Committee 
on the Enrichment of the Liturgy. 
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Jan. 26th. I licensed Dr. A. C. Bunn, since ordered Deacon, as a 
Lay-reader. 

Feb. 2nd, the XII anniversary of my consecration: I celebrated in 
the Cathedral. In the evening in Bethesda Church, Saratoga Springs, 
I preached. It was a jubilee service, commemorating the fiftieth year 
of its Parochial existence, with the gratifying fact that the Parish is 
out of debt. It is curious to note the facts that Burnt Hills was the 
mother, and good old Dr. Davis the founder, of this Parish, which 
began as a Mission Station served by the Rector of Burnt Hills. 

Feb. 7th . I licensed Dr. Holden as Lay-reader at Glens Falls. 

Feb. 20th. I celebrated and preached in St. John's Church, Wash- 
ington. 

Feb. 22nd and 23rd. I was present at the sessions of the Albany Con- 
vocation in St. Peter's Church, taking part in the discussion and making 
the closing address. I did not preside, and I have rather stayed away 
from the Convocation meetings, because it seemed wiser to me that 
the Archdeacons should come into this sort of relation with the Clergy 
and Parishes. But I propose this year to make the effort to gather 
the Clergy in each of the Convocations, at the date of my visitation 
within their boundaries, for a quiet day of mutual conference and 
counsel. The arrangements will be announced later on, through the 
Archdeacons. 

Feb. 24th. At night I made the address at the festival of the United 
Choirs of St. Paul's and the Cathedral, in St. Paul's Church, Troy. 
The music was certainly very fine, and the impression could not have 
failed to bring out the infinite superiority of strictly ecclesiastical 
music, chants, hymns and anthems, over the tawdry adaptations of 
popular melodies ; and the infinite superiority, for ecclesiastical music, 
of boys' and men's voices, over either quartette or chorus of women and 
men. 

Feb. 26th. I attended a meeting of the Trustees of St. John's Clergy 
House, East Line. The practical method of utilizing this House 
" doth not yet appear." It stands to-day furnished and ready, and I 
believe it will yet be set to some real service. Meanwhile, if some 
difficulties yet exist, too much honor cannot be given to the energy 
and perseverance of Mr. Delafield which has overcome so many diffi- 
culties. 

Sunday, Feb. 27th. At night I preached in Si Paul's Free Chapel, 
Albany. 

March 9th. In the Hall used for worship by Christ Mission, Glov- 
ersville, the Rev. 0. C. Edmunds, Jr., R. H. Neide and E. R. Arm- 
strong said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed eleven per- 
sons. 
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March 11th, in St. Paul's Church, Albany, a. m.', I preached and 
ordained to the Priesthood the Eev. John Brewster Hubbs and the 
Rev. Frederick James Bassett, presented by Dr. Reese; the other 
Priests present and laying on hands being the Revs. Dr. Battershall, 
S. E. Smith, Schwartz and Fulcher. 

March 17th. In Grace Church, Waterford, I preached and confirmed 
ten persons. 

March 18th. In Zion Church, Sandy Hill, with Mr. Cookson, his 
successor in Fort Edward, and Mr. Whittemore, his successor in 
Sandy Hill, I said the service of the Church which consigned to its 
last rest in earth all that was mortal of Samuel B . Bostwick, the 
Senior Priest of this Diocese. His body was borne to the grave by 
the three remaining clerical members of the Standing Committee, 
Drs. Payne, Tucker, and Reese, and Archdeacon Carey, and there 
were present besides the Rev. Messrs. Delafield, Prout, Thompson and 
J. E. Hall. I made a brief address in the Church whose " stones 
cried out" that day in loving houour of the good mau who had raised 
them there into a Temple for the Lord, and whose ministration within 
that Temple has been so blessed of God in building in a lively stones " 
into the spiritual Temple of the Church. Although I have already 
borne my own testimony to the character of my beloved and venerated 
Brother, I must put for more permanent preservation here the minute 
of the Vestry of Trinity Church, Gouverneur. I think it is as per- 
fect an " in memoriam " as I have met; and while it does great credit 
to the writer, it bears marvellous testimony to the transparent purity 
of this saintly character, that in so short an acquaintance men could 
see through him and know him so thoroughly. 

" At a meeting of the Wardens and Vestrymen of Trinity Church, 
Gouverneur, Diocese of Albany, held Monday evening, March 21st, 
1881, the following preamble and resolutions were adopted : 

Whereas, It has pleased our Heavenly Father to bring into the life 
eternal our beloved Rector, the Rev. Samuel B. Bostwick, D. D., senior 
Presbyter of the Diocese and member of its Standing Committee, who 
died at Sing Sing, N". Y., March 16th, 1881: 

And Whereas, the last work of a life devoted to Christ was per- 
mitted to be with us ; therefore, be it 

Resolved, That while we are filled with sincerest sorrow at the tid- 
ings of his death, and mourn that his face will be seen no more among 
us, we are yet grateful that the blessing of his presence was allowed 
to us for a few short months during which he endeared himself to 
every member of his Parish, and won the respectful esteem of the en- 
tire community. 
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Resolved, That by his death this Parish is deprived of a devoted 
Pastor, in whom u the word of Christ dwelt richly in all wisdom;" 
society of a courteous, dignified Christian gentleman, venerable not 
so much by his years as in the fulfilled perfectness of a holy life, from 
which ever emanated the influence of personal religion " pure and un- 
defined," whose memory cherished in our hearts, may help to bring 
the blessing his continued life would have given. 

Resolved, That we tender to his bereaved family our sincerest sym- 
pathy, and direct that these resolutions be entered in the records of 
the Parish, and a copy be sent to the family of the deceased, and pub- 
lished in the Churchman andjocal paper."

The minute of the Clergy prepared by Dr. Harison, passed at the 
burial, is also recorded here, for its admirable condensation of the 
feeling which found voice in the few words we spoke "one to an- 
other " that day of his burial. 

The Clergy present in Zion Church, Sandy Hill, at the funeral of 
the Rev. Samuel B. Bostwick, S. T. D., met in the rectory at the call 
of the Bishop of the Diocese. A Committee, consisting of the Bishop 
and the Rev. Drs. Carey and Harison, was appointed to prepare a min- 
ute on behalf of the Clergy, which Committee adopted the following 
minute : 

"The Bishop of Albany and the other[Clergy assembled at the burial 
of their honored and beloved Brother, the Rev. Samuel B. Bostwick, 
S. T. D., record their gratitude to Almighty God for the life, services 
and character of him whose long and faithful ministry has now been 
crowned with a peaceful and happy entrance into the rest of Paradise. 
A ministry of nearly forty years, almost the whole of which has been 
passed in the Parish of Zion Church, Sandy Hill, has left its enduring 
impress upon the progress of the Church in that neighborhood, and 
upon the spiritual life of numbers not only of those directly under his 
pastoral care, but of all who witnessed his life and experienced the in- 
fluence of his example. 

Possessed, as our departed Brother was, of more than ordinary in- 
tellectual gifts, he applied them to the study of science and literature, 
keeping himself even with the best thought aud culture of the age, and 
devoting much attention to the education of the young, yet ever seek- 
ing to draw all his cares and studies toward the higher learning of 
things divine. 

Both in his parochial work and in the councils of the Diocese he 
sought for the peace and prosperity of the Church, and for the build- 
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ing up of a true and earnest spiritual life among her members, while 
by the purity of his life and the simplicity of his character he com- 
mended the doctrine which he preached to the acceptance of all. 

After a brief period of illness that obliged him to give up the Rector- 
ship of the Church he had so long served, he accepted the charge of a 
work in another part of the Diocese, which he retained to the last, and 
now that he is laid to rest hard by the altar at which he so long min- 
istered, his brethren feel that they may join with their sorrow for the 
los3 they have sustained, their grateful praise to God for the precious 
memory of a good*man and of a faithful Priest.

April 5th, a. m., in the Cathedral Chapel I confirmed two persons. 
And at night in Christ Church, Hudson, the Bev. Messrs. Tebbetts 
and W. M. Cook said Evening Prayer, and I preached "and confirmed 
seven persons; with two the next moruing in private, nine. 

April 6th, a. m. In Trinity Church, Claverack, the Rev. W. M. Cook 
said Morning Prayer, I preached and celebrated, and at night in All 
Saints' Chapel, Hudson, the Eev. Messrs. Tebbetts and Cook said 
Evening Prayer, I preached and confirmed five persons. 

April 7th, a. m., in the Church of St. John the Evangelist, Stockport, 
ihe Rev. Messrs. J. Prout and Reynolds said Morning Prayer, I 
preached and celebrated, assisted by the Rector and the Rev. Dr. Coxe. 
In the afternoon in St. Barnabas' Chapel, Stottville, Rev. Messrs. 
Fisher, Reynolds and J. Prout said Evening Prayer, and I preached 
and confirmed four persons. 

April 10th. Sunday next before Easter, a. M.,in St. Peter's Church, 
Albany, I preached, confirmed twenty-eight persons, and celebrated, 
assisted by the Rector and the Rev. Mr. Coleman ; and in the evening 
in St. Paul's Church, Albany, the Rev. Dr. Reese and Mr. Bassett 
said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed thirty-eight per- 
sons, one in private, making thirty-nine. The story of these Parishes, 
is the story of going on from strength to strength. 

April 11th, p. m. In Holy Innocents Church, the Rev. S. E. Smith 
said Evening Prayer, I preached and confirmed five persons. 

April 12th. In the evening in Grace Church, the Rev. Mr. Schwartz 
said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed twenty persons, 
with one in private, twenty-one. 

April 14th, p. m. In Trinity Church, Albany, the Rev. Messrs. 
Selkirk and Fulcher said Evening Prayer and I preached, catechized 
the children and confirmed twelve persons. The story of these two

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latter Parishes especially is of far more work and accomplishment 
than show upon the surface, since they are as the nets thrown out to 
draw in souls, to put in the boats of the larger parishes of the city. 

April 16th (Saturday), Easter-Even. In the Cathedral Ghapel, the 
Chancellor and Canon Fulcher said Evening Prayer, and I preached 
and confirmed twenty-four persons. 

April 18th (Monday), in Easter week, p. m. In Trinity Church, 
West Troy, the Rev. Mr. Breed and Dr. Harison said Evening 
Prayer, I preached and confirmed twenty-six persons. Better even 
than the crowded congregation and the really fine service, is the fact 
that the debt of the Parish is paid. 

April 19th, p. m. In St. Paul's Free Chapel, Troy, the Rev. Dr. 
Williams sang the Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed ten 
persons. 

April 21st. I presided at the quarterly meeting of the Board of 
Missions. A careful and thorough overhauling of business, and with 
encouraging prospects and results. At night, in Christ Church, Troy, 
the Rev. Mr. Mulford said Evening Prayer, and I preached and con- 
firmed twenty-one persons. 

April 23d, a. m. I blessed the Chapel of the Church Home, in 
Troy, the Rev. Dr. Harison reading the request and the Rev. Dr. 
Tucker the sentence of benediction. I preached from the story of the 
penitent love, which anointed the Master's feet with ointment: and 
celebrated the Holy Communion. The chapel is a memorial of Mrs* 
Jacob Lane, erected by her children. It is a beautiful building, 
exquisitely complete in every detail. There seemed peculiar fitness in 
two ways in the subject of the preaching. For, as Mrs. Lane's life 
and labors of love had been as a fragrant ointment filling her home 
and the city and the Church, when they were offered to the poor and 
humble members of the body of Christ; so the rich gift, of what was so 
fair and beautiful to see, in the Chapel building offered as an act of 
worship to Christ the Head, seemed to gather up and complete what 
she had done, and write over the memory of this faithful Christian 
woman the Master's words of old, " This that this woman has done 
shall be for a memorial of her." One gladly remembered at the Holy 
Altar, in the commemoration of the faithful dead, how richer and 
more precious, than the spikenard ointment from the broken box of 
alabaster, must have been the entrance into Paradise, when the pure 
body was broken in death, of the soul of that servant of God, whose 
death in His sight was precious. 

April 25th, St. Mark's Day, p. m. In St. Mark's Church, Green 
Island, Rev. Mr. Adler said Evening Prayer, I preached and 
confirmed eleven persons. 
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April 30th, Saturday, in St. Paul's Church, Kinderhook, I preached 
and confirmed five persons, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Ooxe and Messrs. 
Fisher, Schwartz and J. Prout. 

May 1st, in the afternoon, in the Church of the Holy Cross, Troy, 
the Rev. Drs. Tucker and Harison said Evening Prayer, I preached 
and confirmed nineteen persons; and at night, in St. Paul's Troy, the 
Rev. Drs. Harison and Tucker and Mr. Thompson said Evening 
Prayer, I preached and confirmed twenty-three persons. The Chancel 
decorations add greatly to the effect of the Church and are a labour 
of love ; and the Parish is richer for the memorial gift of three patens 
and two chalices for the Holy Communion, presented by Mrs. John L. 
Thompson. 

Monday, May 2nd. In St. Luke's Church, Cambridge, the Rev. Mr. 
Horsfield said Morning Prayer and I preached, celebrated and con- 
firmed three persons. This is the third Parish that I find this year 
out of debt and flourishing spiritually besides. In the evening in St. 
Paul's Church, Salem, the Rev. Messrs. Houghton and Horsfield said 
Evening Prayer, I preached and confirmed nineteen persons. 

May 3rd, a. m., in Trinity Church, Granville, the Rev. Messrs. 
Houghton and Horsfield said Morning Prayer and I preached, con- 
firmed five persons and celebrated, assisted by the Rev. Messrs. Hall 
and Prout. The kindly hospitality of my entertainers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Warren, not only welcomed the coming, but sped the parting guest 
most comfortably to the railroad, and so enabled me to keep my next 
appointment. 

In the evening in Trinity Church, Schaghticoke (Hart's Palls), the 
Rev. Messrs. Oreveling and Hamilton said Evening Prayer, I preached 
and confirmed seven persons : rejoicing greatly here to find the float- 
ing debt extinguished, and the interest on the mortgage debt reduced. 

May 4th, a. m., in St. Paul's Church, Greenwich, the Rev. Mr. 
Windsor said Morning Prayer and I preached, confirmed thirteen per- 
sons, and celebrated in the upper room. The foundation of the new 
Church is laid ; and there ought to be the beginning of better things 
here. Please God there will. In the afternoon in St. Stephen's 
Church, Schuylerville, the Rev. Messrs. Costelle and Windsor said 
Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed four persons. 

Sunday, May 22nd, in the afternoon in St. Luke'tf Church, Troy, the 
Rev. Mr. Hamilton, Dr. Harison, and Mr. Breed said Evening Prayer 
and I preached and confirmed twelve persons, and at night in St; 
John's Church, Cohoes, the Rev. Mr. Gwynne and Dr. Tucker said 
Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed twenty-seven persons. 

May 23rd. In St. Luke's Church, Mechanic ville, the Rev. Mr. Dean 
said Morning Prayer, I preached, confirmed two persons and celebrated, 
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In the afternoon in St. John's, Stillwater, I preached, and at night in 
Christ Church, Ballston Spa, with Mr. Delafield and Dr. Carey I 
preached and confirmed twenty-four persons. I was glad and sur- 
prised to find here a good choir of boys and men surpliced. 

May 24th. I consecrated first the cemetery and then the Church of 
St. James, Milton Centre. Mr. Delafield has revived, after nearly 
forty years of slumber, a Parish begun in 1796, by the Rev. Ammi 
Eogers, the Rector of Ballston. The Church is very pretty and with 
very pleasant surroundings ; the land on which it stands, the gift to 
the Board of Missions of Mr. Samuel Massey, being well arranged as a 
cemetery. The gathering was unique and really interesting. Wag- 
gons of every sort and kind brought the people from far and near ; 
and the lovely sunshine, the surpliced choir, the banners, the children 
dressed in many colours, the procession of Clergy and people had a 
truly picturesque effect. The request to consecrate was read by Mr. 
Delafield, the sentence by the Archdeacon: Messrs. Breed and Hamil- 
ton said Morning Prayer, the Rector baptized two adults and a child, 
I preached, confirmed twelve persons and celebrated, assisted by Drs. 
Harison and Langdon. In the afternoon in St. John's Church, East 
Line, the Rev. Drs. Harison and Langdon and Mr. Hamilton said 
Evening Prayer, the Rev. Messrs. Breed and Delafield being present, 
and I preached and confirmed eight persons. At night in Bethesda 
Church, Saratoga Springs, the Rev. Drs. Harison and Langdon and 
the Rev. Messrs. Delafield and Breed said Evening Prayer, the Rector 
being present, and I preached and confirmed twenty-eight persons. 

Mr. Whittemore's illness deferred the Sandy Hill visitation and led, 
I grieve to say, to his resignation of the Parish, where his energy and 
courtesy and ability and devotion endeared him to all the people 
and attached him very strongly to Dr. Bostwick, and to me. 

At night in the Church of the Messiah, Glens Falls, the Rev. Mr. 
Cookson said Evening Prayer, I preached and confirmed six persons. 
Mr. Cookson has already made his place in the confidence and affection 
of his people so that it seemed hardly strange to see him here, where 
he was with me in Mr. Olin's time ; and the presence of the new 
Rector seemed far more natural and far more pleasant, than the absence 
of the old. 

May 26th, the Ascension Day. In St. James' Church, Caldwell f 
Lake George, the Rev. Messrs. Lancaster and Flagler said Morning 
Prayer, and I preached, confirmed six persons and celebrated. In the 
afternoon in the Church of the Holy Cross, Warrensburgh, the Rev. 
Messrs. Ogden and Lancaster said Evening Prayer, I preached and 
confirmed five persons. The weather and the country were very 
beautiful, and the drive was like a bit of old times, with the same 
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kindly companionship that has so often sped and shared my journey 
to Chester, where on Friday, the ,27th, in the morning, in the Church 
of the Good Shepherd, the Rev. Messrs. Flagler and Ogden said Morn- 
ing Prayer ; I preached, confirmed two persons and celebrated. 

May 28th. In the Cathedral Chapel I confirmed one person. 

May 29th, Sunday after the Ascension. In the Free Church of the 
Epiphany, Bath, the Rev. Mr. Temple and Canon Fulcher said Eve- 
ning Prayer, and I preached and confirmed nine persons, the Church 
being crowded, and the congregation alive and interested as always 
here. 

May 30th, p. m., in the Free Church of the Ascension, Troy, the Rev. 
Messrs. Caird and Snively said Evening Prayer, and I preached and 
confirmed eleven persons. 

June 1st. I presided at the meeting of the Trustees of the General 
Theological Seminary in New York. 

June 2nd. I appointed Mr. S. F: Foster Clerk of Christ Mission, 
Gloversville. 

June 3rd to 6th. Occupied in the examination of the candidates 
for Holy Orders, which was chiefly conducted by the Chaplains, Dr. 
Dean and Mr. Irish, Archdeacon Carey and Canon Fulcher assisting. 
The evenings were given to the devotional and spiritual preparation of 
the young men. 

June 5th. Whitsun Day. I preached and ordered Deacons, Mr. 
Wm. Booth Guion, presented by Archdeacon Carey, and Dr. Albert 
Carrier Bunn, presented by the Rev. Mr. Kimber, and advanced to 
the Priesthood, the Rev. John Prout, presented by the Rev.' Wm. C. 
Prout, and celebrated, assisted by the Chancellor and Canon Fulcher, 
who joined with the other Priests in the laying on of hands. 

The school examinations followed, and were absorbing and interest* 
ing as they were satisfactory, until 

Thursday, June 9th, when, after the customary exercises in the 
school-room, I gave the diplomas, with my benediction, to the eleven 
members of the graduating class, and made the address. The seven- 
teen clergy who were with us, and the many friends were welcome, and 
the day was full of enjoyment in the widespread evidence and real 
appreciation of the established success of the school . 

June llth. In St. Mark's, Hoosick Falls, the Rev. Dr. Langdon 
and Mr. Jennings, of the Diocese of Massachusetts, said Morning 
Prayer. I preached and confirmed twenty-eight persons, of whom six- 
teen were presented by Dr. Langdon, from what is to be known now 
as All Saints' Parish, Hoosac, N. Y. The two notable things of this 
service were first to me, that it was the last official act between myself 
and my very dear Brother, the Rev. George H. Nioholls, whose 
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resignation had been accepted by the Vestry two months almost 
before, but who still, " to and beyond that he was able," was engaged 
in the service of the Parish, in which for sixteen years he had 
labored with a devotion equalled by its success. I am thankful to 
say that my Brother's greatly restored health, indicates the wis- 
dom and duty of his reluctant laying aside his work, while it 
closes my mouth from more than the expression of grateful love, 
for his years of loyal courtesy to me ; and for his illustration, in 
dignity of character, in directness of teaching, in consecration of 
life, in reverence of ministration, of the ideal of. the highest and 
holiest and happiest ministry, a country Parson. I wonder if 
the restlessness of our modern' ministry, restless in preparation, 
restless about position, restless for innovations, restless in personal 
fussiness and fondness for ecclesiastical machinery of every kind, is to 
wipe out, except from memory and desire, this true type of the per- 
sona Ecclesiae. Please God, noti Thank God for the few that linger 
still in this Diocese, and for some of the younger men that are grow- 
ing toward it. The blame is not all with the Clergy. And I hope yet 
that some canonical provision will one day authorize Bishops to 
"meddle," with authority, with those that are given to change, among 
the lay-people as well. Perhaps it is not desirable for any Bishop to 
stamp his personality too much upon the administration of a Diocese. 
It certainly is impossible with the perpetual revolutions of its clerical 
staff. But it surely is better, that parochial customs and Diocesan 
traditions should become habits not lightly disturbed by ignorance or 
self-will. And nothing can go on, no unity of teaching, no consist- 
ency of local work, no system of support for missions within or 
without the Diocese, no building up of institutions of mercy or educa- 
tion, while Rectorships and Missionary appointments are in & perpetual 
process of emptying and filling. I am glad to say that the Vestry of 
St. Mark's, upon the graceful suggestion of the Sector, have made Mr. 
Nicholls by unanimous vote Emeritus-Rector of the Parish. Mr. 
Silliman is very welcome back to his old Diocese and to me. 

The second matter of special interest was the confirmation of the 
candidates from Hoosac. The little Church built by the liberality of 
the late Mr. Geo. Tibbits, and sustained chiefly by the personal ser- 
vice and gifts of the Rev. John Tibbits and f his family, was for many 
years in the position of a proprietary Chapel. It has now come into 
full relations with our methods of Church organization, the property 
being held by a Board of Trustees incorporated under the Free Church 
Act; and the parishioners having associated themselves under certain 
articles of agreement which are so striking and so admirable, that I 
print them as an appendix to this Address. There is much good work 
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doing in connection with All Saints' Parish, for the bodies and minds 
of the people as well as for their souls, under the direction of the Eev. 
Mr. Tibbits and the Rev. Dr. Langdon. 

Monday, June 13th, in the afternoon in St. Paul's Church, East 
Springfield, the Rev. Mr. Hobbie said Evening Prayer, and I preached 
and confirmed two persons and in the Evening in Grace Church, 
Cherry Valley, the Rev. Mr. Hobbie said Evening Prayer and I 
preached and confirmed one person. 

June 14th. I presided at the meeting of the Trustees of the Orphan 
House of the Holy Saviour in Cooperstown and made my visitation of 
the House. The Trustees passed a resolution at the meeting appoint- 
ing a Committee to secure the $10,000 needed to build. But resolu- 
tions will not get the money or put up the building. I wish the 
laymen of this Diocese could see, alike the hindrances and difficulties 
and the results and blessings of this work. The same single-hearted 
Christian Lady to whom, under God, the inception, the daily conduct, 
and the success' of the Orphanage are due, undertook at my request 
the hardest part of this duty of personally asking for gifts. She has 
not met with the success that ought to have attended such an effort. 
The Churchmen of Troy have responded with interest and effort that 
promise liberal gifts. I wish I could say as much for Albany. Albany 
Churchmen gave $837, with an additional subscription of $500 from 
a layman of St. Paul's. In Troy $350 were given, with an additional 
subscription of $500 from a layman of St. John's, and a promise of a 
good deal more before Easter. In addition to these amounts Miss Cooper 
has $1,190 paid in and $2,500 promised; so that so far rather 
more than half the money needed has been pledged, $5,527. But 
we cannot, without disgrace and injury and sin, let this thing sleep. I 
want the Convention at this session to take the work up in earnest; 
and I suggest two things: first the passage of a resolution pressing 
the claim, and appointing an agent who can go with the Rectors' con- 
sents into the different Parishes, and push the subscription. And 
next, I want to suggest this, that a committee be appointed, who by 
correspondence and other efforts can secure an association of the 
different Parish Guilds and Societies throughout the Diocese, into a 
Diocesan Auxilary Association; whose duty shall be the gathering of 
funds and making up boxes of clothing, for the Diocesan Orphanage 
and the Child's Hospital, and for Missionaries within the Diocese or in 
the service of the Domestic and Foreign Committees of the General 
Board. The work of the Orphanage has been carried on through the 
year, with the usual disadvantages and difficulties, with the accustomed 
economy and thoroughness, and with more evidence than ever of the 
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Divine blessings, overruling the one and furthering the other to ad- 
mirable results. 

June 14th. In the afternoon, in St. John's Church, Portlandville, 
the Eev. Mr. Snyder said Evening Prayer, and I preached and con- 
firmed three persons; and in the evening, in Christ's Church, Coopers- 
town, the Hector being prevented by an illness, from which I am glad 
to say he has almost recovered, the Rev. Mr. Coleman presented the 
candidates, fourteen in number, and I confirmed them (with one in 
private), fifteen. 

June 15th. In Immanuel Church, Otego, the Rev. Messrs. Mcllwaine 
and Hubbs said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed two 
persons; and in the evening, in St. James' Church, Oneonta, Mr. 
Hubbs said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed eleven per- 
sons. The prospect was never so encouraging, Mr. Hubbs' wisdom 
and faithfulness having cleared away old difficulties and given an im- 
petus to the work. 

June 16th, a. H. In Zion Church, Morris, I preached, confirmed 
twenty-four persons and celebrated, being assisted in the service by the 
Rev. Messrs. Coan, Hartman, Hubbs and Bunn. The Church was 
never lovelier than on this bright June day with all its wealth of flow- 
ers; and the music was really beautiful. Building wisely, on well-laid 
foundations, the new Rector is reaping where others sowed, and reap- 
ing also the fruit of his own labours. In the afternoon, in the Morris 
Memorial Chapel, where two very beautiful memorial windows preached 
the sermon to me which I preached to the people, the Rev. Messrs. Coan 
and Hartman said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed five 
persons; and at night, in Christ Church, Butternuts (Gilbertsville), 
the Rev. Messrs. Hartman and Coan said Evening Prayer, and I 
preached and confirmed six persons. 

June 17th, a. m. In St. Matthew's Church, Unadilla, the Rev. Messrs. 
Loveridge and Hartman said Morning Prayer, and I preached and 
confirmed nine persons and celebrated. In the afternoon in St. Paul's 
Church, Franklin, the Rev. Messrs. Mcllwaine and Loveridge said 
Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed five persons. There is 
a real need here of a resident Clergyman. Mr. Mcllwaine's work has 
been more than faithful, and the distance of five miles, quadrupled at 
least by the steepest of hills between Otego and Franklin, he has trav- 
elled oftener on foot than any other way. But the Parish is largely 
out from the village, and ought, by larger giving of its own and more 
generous allowance from the Board, to have its own Elector. 

June 18th. In the afternoon, in Christ Church, Walton, the Rev. 
Mr. Rathbun said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed 
eleven persons. I find the Rectory here enlarged and improved with 
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great taste. It seemed a bright and happy house, with all that makes 
home there. I grieve for the shadow that has darkened it, in the tak- 
ing away of the dear child. 

June 19th, First Sunday after Trinity. In St. John's Church, Delhi, 
in the morning I preached, confirmed six persons and celebrated the 
Holy Communion. In the evening in St. Peter's Church, Hobart, 
the Rev. Mr. Barnes said Evening Prayer. I preached and confirmed 
nineteen persons. The building has been enlarged by the addition of 
a new chancel, and every way improved with great taste and skill. I 
hardly knew myself as I recalled it, and the spirit of the Parish is 
just what most rejoices a Bishop's heart ; the most cordial content and 
satisfaction in Priest and people. There was a pervading and pre- 
vailing earnestness in the service, which was as impressive as the 
solemnity of the confirmation of such and so large a class. 

June 20th. In Grace Church, Prattsville, I preached and celebrated 
the Holy Communion. There is the same old story here of littleness 
growing less. The one brightening was the meeting with Judge Fitch, 
my old and dear friend, to whom, humanly speaking, we owe it that 
this Diocese was rescued from a geographical name. In the afternoon 
in Trinity Church, Windham-in- Ashland, the Rev. Mr. Todrig said 
Evening Prayer and I preached; and at night in St. Paul's Church, 
Oakhill, the Rev. Mr. Brayton said Evening Prayer, and I preached 
and confirmed four persons. 

June 21st. Tuesday. In Trinity Church, Rensselaerville, the Rev. 
Mr. Washbon being kept away by illness, the Rev. Mr. Brayton said 
Morning Prayer and I preached, confirmed six persons (and one in pri- 
vate), seven, and celebrated. The Rector after years of incessant 
labours over a wide region of country has taken a year's rest, not until 
it was richly earned. In the afternoon in Christ Church, Greenville, 
the Rev. Mr. Brayton said Evening Prayer, and I preached and con- 
firmed two persons. 

June 22nd. In the unorning in Calvary Church, Cairo, the Rev. 
Messrs Grubbe and Brayton said Morning Prayer, and I preached, 
confirmed eleven persons and celebrated. In the afternoon in Gloria 
Dei Churchy Palenville, the Rev. Messrs. Grubbe, Weeks and Brayton 
and Miller of Pennsylvania said Evening Prayer, I preached and 
confirmed five persons. The unfinished Church is in use and is very 
admirable. It was worth while having it unfinished that day. The 
whole road-side had been aglow all day with the delicate beauty of the 
laurel in bloom; and as it covered up rough boards and hid the un- 
finished stone, and was, instead of poorer imitations of leaves and 
flowers on glass, in the windows, I was glad of the necessity that 
brought it into use. The building of the Church, or rather the way in 
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which it is building, is a lesson. It is neither unused until finished, 
nor finished hastily and cheaply, nor finished with a debt, but it grows 
as the money comes, and it is used as it grows, and it will grow in 
time into a beautiful Church. My appointment of Dr. Chubb, to 
whom the building of the Church is chiefly due, as Lay-reader, was for 
a reason which tells the exposures of our Missionaries. " Please grant 
me a license for the Doctor, as a Lay-reader at Palenville; " Mr. 
Grubbe writes me in February; "the roads have been so blocked with 
snow on five Sundays in the past four months, as to be impassable." 
I venture to say no one could have gone through if he did not. 

June 23rd. Thursday, in the Morning, in Roggen's Hotel Parlor, in 
Tannersville, I preached, confirmed ten persons, and celebrated, assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. Weeks.. Very much help has been given to the work 
here by Clergymen during the summer months; but whatever of gain 
has been made, and whatever of hope is in the future, are chiefly due to 
the untiring energy of Mr. Weeks, and to the faithful devotion of Mr. 
and Mrs. Hemsley, and their daughters. There will be a Chapel here 
before long. The drive to and from Tannersville through the Clove, 
was never more beautiful ; weather and roads, flowers and foliage, 
every thing combined ; and Mr. Harding's achievement of a road from 
his new hotel down the mountain reminds one of the Alpine roads 
ever the St. Gothard, or theSimplon, which needed imperial power and 
national resources to accomplish, in other days and other lands. Noth- 
ing is wanting but a snow mountain to make the view perfect. The 
one drawback to the pleasure was the realization that I was so soon to 
lose my. Brother, who has been with me in every visitation but one, I 
think, of these Catskill Mountain Parishes. The loss is sore, of course, 
in other ways and other places. But his gracious provision and genial 
companionship for, and on these long drives, is among the most pleas- 
ant recollections of my Episcopate. 

At night, in St. Luke's Church, Catskill, in full sympathy with 
the unusual sorrow for his going away, I preached, Mr. Weeks saying 
the Evening Prayer, and confirmed nine persons. 

June 24th. In the Cathedral Chapel I admitted Sister Eliza into 
full membership of the sisterhood of the Holy Child Jesus, with many 
grateful memories, that took in those dear to her and to me, who had 
been " Fellow helpers" with me in the old Burlington days. I cele- 
brated, assisted by the Chancellor and Canon Fulcher. 

June 25th, Saturday. In St. George's Church, Schenectady, I or- 
dered Deacons Mr. Wm. Densmore Maxon, presented by his Rector 
Archdeacon Payne, and Mr. Henry Ludlow Teller, presented by the 
Rev. Mr, Irish. I preached, confirmed nineteen persons and cele- 
brated. The Rev. Dr. Potter and Messrs. Neide, Schwartz, Timlow 
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and Parks were present. The vigor of the old Parish, which has borne 
many spiritual children in her age, finds the fairest fruitage in this 
dedication of a son to the sacred ministry. Mr. Maxonis assisting the 
Bector of St. George's, with entire acceptance, 

June 27th, Monday, A, m. In Trinity Church, Whitehall, the Bev« 
Messrs. Hall and Prout said Morning Prayer and I preached, con- 
firmed five persons and celebrated ; and in the evening in the Church 
of the Cross, Ticonderoga, the Rev. Messrs. Hall and Prout said 
Evening Prayer, the Bector, the Bev. Mr. Cook, being present, and I 
preached and confirmed nine persons (and one in private) , ten. 

June 28th, in the afternoon in Immanuel Church, Mineville, the 
Bev. Mr. Woodbridge said Evening Prayer, I preached ; and at night 
in Christ Church, Port Henry, the Bev. Mr. Woodbridge said Evening 
Prayer, and I preached and confirmed four persons (and two in private), 
six. The class and the congregation were diminished by the violent 
thunder storm and pelting rain, whose effect, in the matter of mud, we 
had a full appreciation of, in our drive the next day to Essex. 

June 29th, a. m. I consecrated St. John's Church, Essex. The 
Bev. Mr. Toy read the request to consecrate, the Bev. Mr. Woodbridge 
the Sentence of Consecration, the Bev. Mr. Cragg saying Morning 
Prayer. I preached, confirmed five persons and celebrated. Faithful 
hearts that have looked and longed and labored for this result have 
ceased to beat, and some still living were away. It seemed like the 
realization of a dream. The enlargement and changes have been ad- 
mirably carried out with taste, freshness and vigor, and the result is 
most satisfactory. The new Bectory alongside, most convenient and 
comfortable, adds to the satisfaction. Mr. Toy had not announced the 
Elizabethtown service, as there was no fit place to hold it in, and so it 
was given up. Please God, next year, the new Church there will be 
under way, if not ready: 

June 30th. In the afternoon in St. John's Church,Salmon Eiver, the 
Bev. Messrs. Smyth and Marvin said Evening Prayer. I preached and 
confirmed two persons, and in the evening in Trinity Church, Pitts- 
burgh, the Bev. Messrs. Smyth and Marvin said Evening Prayer. I 
preached and confirmed twelve persons. 

July 1st. The uncompleted repairs of the Church making it impossible 
to use it, the Bector had cancelled my appointment at Bouse's Point, 
and I went therefore in the morning to St. John's Church, Champlain > 
where the Bev. Messrs. Smyth and McElroy said Morning Prayer and 
I preached, confirmed two persons and celebrated. The restoration 
has been admirably carried out, and the interior, sheathed through- 
out in natural woods, is effective and pretty. 

July 2nd, a. m. In St. James' Church, Ausable Porks, the Bev. 
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Messrs. Bragdon and Palcher said Morning Prayer. I preached, con- 
firmed four persons and celebrated. I went out from the peace of this 
service, into the staggering horror of the news of the foul murder of 
the President. That night I spent in dear Dr. Trudeau's most beauti- 
ful camp Kenilworth. 

Sunday, July 3rd. In the Church of St. John in the Wilderness, St. 
Regis' Lake, the Rev. Messrs. Fulcher and Bragdon said Morning 
Prayer, and I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion, assisted 
by the Rev. Mr. Locke. 

It was a service of intense suspense and sorrow, full of sympathy and 
earnest supplication for the President's life, as was every Christian ser- 
vice, almost, throughout the world that day. That same knitting 
together as of nerves by the electric wire, which thrilled the world, was 
with us here in the heart of the wilderness, with news of alternate hope 
and fear coming almost every hour. 

In the afternoon in St. Luke's Church, Saranac Lake, the Rev. 
Messrs. Locke, Bragdon and Fulcher said Evening Prayer, and I 
preached and confirmed fourteen persons. The service was impressive 
and delightful, more even than usually here. The hold which the 
Church has upon the villagers is very strong, and their love for it and 
care of the building and interest in its welfare are worthy of imitation 
and emulation, in our largest Parishes. Some circumstances too in the 
confirmation class, of the side-by-side meeting together of rich and 
poor, master and guide, of the confirmation of a young girl saved re- 
cently from drowning, added to the feeling. Dr. Trudeau's gift, 
which the Board of Missions holds in trust, of a library building fur- 
nished with books, i3 a benediction to the people in the long winters 
here. It was pleasant to see the timber ready on the ground for the 
Bloomingdale Church as I drove by ; and I begin to look even %eyond 
that now, to a Church on Blue Mountain Lake, and another on Lake 
Placid before long. 

The next day's drive was delicious in all its circumstances, and the 
night's journey by rail, as odious as the drive had been lovely. A 
Fourth of July in the uninhabited wilderness makes one prouder of 
his country, than in the towns. 

Tuesday, July oth, A. m. In St. John's Church, Ogdensburg, I 
preached, advanced to the Priesthood the Rev. W. J. W. Finlay, pre- 
sented by Dr. Morrison, confirmed fourteen persons (and two in pri- 
vate), sixteen, and celebrated the Holy Communion. The other Clergy 
present were the Rev. the Archdeacon, Messrs. Clemson, Olmsted, 
White of the Diocese of Ontario, and Read of the same Diocese, who 
joined in the laying on of hands. There were present also from 
the Diocese of Ontario, Canon Mulock and the Rev. Messrs. Lewin,

Crawford, Low, Emery, Mucleston, Simpson and Sterndon ; and of 
the Diocese of Albany, Dr. Peters and Messrs. Pearce, Pitman, Sav- 
age, and Flack. The dignity and beauty of the Church were well 
brought out, by the great body of the Clergy present, as was the gen- 
erous hospitality of the parishioners, who provided so abundantly 
for us all . 

Friday, July 8th. I was presented by the dear and venerable Metro- 
politan of Canada, Bishop Medley, to the Synod of his Diocese, and 
in the evening I made an address at the meeting in the interest of 
Missions. The gracious welcome extended to me on every hand, 
from the delightful hospitality of Bishopscote, to the cordial courtesy 
of the Synod and of Churchmen everywhere, was a token of the close 
bond of union between us and the English and Colonial Churches, 
far more than a personal tribute to myself; and yet I felt deeply the 
honour of such kindly words as the Bishop spoke, and such warm and 
loving greetings as he gave me. May God long spare his holy life, 
fresh and vigorous to-day in mind and heart and body as if he were 
fifty ; and wise, fearless, strong in counsel and in will. His Cathe- 
dral is altogether, I think, the finest, as it was the first on this Conti- 
nent. And it was a sight to be remembered, to see the dear old Bishop 
training and leading the choir, on Saturday afternoon as he is wont. 

On Sunday, July 10th, in the Cathedral, with the Rev. Canon 
Fulcher as my Chaplain, I took part in the consecration of the Rev. 
Hollingworth Tully Kingdon as a Bishop in the Church of God, to be 
the Coadjutor Bishop of Fredericton. If earnest prayer from many 
hearts and the earnest purpose of his own prevail, he will be such a 
worker with dear Bishop Medley, unto the Kingdom of God, as will 
be a comfort unto him. It was a solemn and dignified service, the 
building being thronged in every part by the large number of Clergy 
and the crowding congregation. The Bishops of Quebec and Halifax 
and the Bishop of Maine joined, as I did, in the laying on of hands, 
and I preached the sermon of which I present a single paragraph 
here : — 

" I am sure I speak for all our home Episcopate when I say that we 
are glad to honour and congratulate the venerable Metropolitan of 
Canada ; glad to welcome you, my Brother, to be to him as Joshua 
to Moses ; and, in your turn, to take the perils and the honor of 
leadership in this part of the Church of God ; and glad to take our 
representative part in twisting in again the strand of our succession, 
into the great electric cable of our common connection, throngh St. 
Paul and St. John, with the chief Bishop and Shepherd of our souls. 
Thread of minute and microscopic insignificance each Bishop is in 
this great rope of wire; instinct and tingling with a mightier current 
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than magnetic life can have, the presence of the Holy Ghost ; articu- 
late with the voices of inspired revelation and of the unerring tradi- 
tion of the yet undivided Church ; and girdling what is greater than 
continents, the centuries and countries of Christendom, through 
which it runs and binds them to eternity, to Christ, to heaven. 
Science, in its studies of the still undiscovered secret of electric 
power, has used it in a two-fold way, to transmit the written and the 
spoken message from afar. And, as so often the physical is the type 
of the spiritual, the material wonders of telegraph and telephone sug- 
gest the mightier mystery of grace. Nature learned late and used for 
lower ends, the lesson of electric wires; but this continuous Episco- 
pate of the Church, witnessing and keeping the Word, has transcribed 
and transmitted from age to age the message of the written Scripture; 
authenticating with its signature that the message came at first from 
God, was borne upon its mission by the force of the Holy Ghost, and 
is with absolute accuracy written down for men to read. Still more 
♦personal is our relation to the other application of this spiritual force, 
ito be almost the passive transmitters, by this telephonic enabling, 
of the phone tou poimenos ton kalou, the voice of the Good 
Shepherd. There is no other promise for the work that Christ has 
given us to do, of calling, guiding, gathering, feeding, folding the 
flock He purchased with His blood, but only this. " The sheep hear 
His voice." Ours they will not hear. Nothing ever came of hearing 
human voices, to the sheep of Christ, but error and loss, hunger and 
scattering ; I am of Paul, and I of Apollos, and I of Cephas ; or in 
the modern names, of Rome, of Wesley, of Calvin. To the one fold of 
the one flock, those she$p come only who hear the Shepherd's voice. 
Not here or now, not on earth or in time, but in eternity, thank God, 
that must of Jesus Christ's constraining love shall be made true of all 
the sheep, *' these also I must bring." Meanwhile my Brother, " our 
cares and studies are to be turned," as we "go before the face of the 
Lord to prepare His way;" to decrease ourselves that "He may 
increase ; " to withdraw ourselves ; to let " the sound of the Master's 
feet be heard behind " us ; to be such "Ambassadors for Christ as 
that God will beseech Vnen by us ; " to be the voice of Christ who 
" cries in the wilderness " after His sheep which He has lost, that He 
may bring them Home. Filled with the presence of His promise, " i" 
am with you," we say with Moses, " I am hath sent me." Filled 
with the power of His grace, with the perfectness of His teaching, 
with the purpose of His life ; preaching not ourselves, but Jesus 
Christ and Him crucified; seeking not our own but the things that 
be Jesus Christ's; S3 commissioned, so controlled, so consecrated by 
Him, we who are set to be " Shepherds of the shepherds of the sheep," 
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shall so set forth and show Him unto men, that they will hear His 
voice, as we beseech or bless, instruct, encourage, warn, reprove, direct; 
His voice, in ours, regenerating, absolving, sanctifying, pleading the 
power and feeding with the food of His own sacrifice; and hearing, 
they will know His voice and follow Him in [* a green pasture and 
beside waters of comfort" here; and then "through the valley of the 
shadow of death, fearing no evil ;" and then " to dwell in the house of 
the Lord forever." And we, being such pastors, alike in representative 
authority and in a real presenting of Him only, unto men, 0, my 
Father, my Brother, my Brethren, * when the chief Shepherd shall 
appear, we shall receive a crown of glory that fadoth not away/ " 

From the 12th of July to the 8th of September I was at North East 
Harbor, where in our little home, I preached and celebrated the 
Holy Communion every Sunday, gathering sometimes a congregation 
of seventy people in the house. I baptized one adult during my stay 
here, and hope that some fruits of blessing yet may grow out of my 
being there, to the people among whom we are. 

Thursday, September 8th. In the Cathedral in the morning I 
preached, this being tho day appointed for special fasting, humiliation 
and prayer for the President's recovery. To those who asked accord- 
ing to God's will, there came a special answer in the way of a cooler 
and more bracing atmosphere, which brought at least relief and com- 
fort for the time to our heroic sufferer. In the evening in Trinity 
Chapel, Sharon Springs, I preached and confirmed seven persons. 

September 21st, St. Matthew's Day. St. Agnes opened its doors to 
receive the pupils for the new term. The quiet, onward movement of 
the school has somewhat withdrawn it from public notice. But thank 
God it not only goes on and prospers, but it was never so well furnished 
for its work as now, and never had about it more gracious tokens of 
God's blessing upon the power of its system to mould the minds and 
manners, and of its religious and personal influences to touch the con- 
sciences and hearts, of the children who are entrusted to our care. 

Monday, September 26th. I used the appointed service of sorrow 
and sympathy, of humiliation and prayer, for God's overruling of our 
National calamity, in the death of the President. I hope the Clergy 
have not failed to stand upon the strong assertion of our answered 
prayers ; not as we asked, of course, who asked in the way of dictation 
to the King of kings. Prayer is the solemn presentation of a petition 
from subjects to their sovereign, or the simple plea of children to their 
Father, for something that they crave. No man is mad enough to wipe 
out all the tenderness from the relation of human fatherhood, or to 
make light of the great right of human petition, because children or 
subjects get something other than they ask. One refusal, or the gift 
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of something other than the thing craved, means merely that the Giver 
is wiser than we, or kinder than we should be to ourselves. 

Any other thought of prayer makes it a needless unreality. For 
if we must get every thing we pray for, then we and not God 
become the controllers of the world, and He is not a giver, but a 
mere reservoir whose contents we discharge at will. It is not 
often that God makes so clear the answer and the reason of the 
answer to man's prayer. Here, when a Nation was on its knees, 
aud the world was saying Amen to its petitions, He did not wait, 
but manifested the fact and the purpose of His answer. The mag- 
nificent example of heroic patience, which all men saw; the evi- 
dence to the power, in the agony of death, of a life-long habitual 
Christian faith; the gift of an almost superhuman patience and 
charity and resignation to him for whom we prayed ; the quieting of 
partisan contention; the spectacle of the calm stability and composure 
of a great government changing its Ruler, without a jar or a shock; 
the lesson, written in blood and by an instrument of inconceivable in- 
dignity, of the sin of self seeking ; the warning of the danger of a civil 
service corrupted to be a system of rewards for partisan fidelity not to 
principles but to men ; the touching of human nature the world over 
by a common thrill of sympathy that made the world all kin ; and 
the manifestation of oneness between the two great nations of the 
world; who can fail to feel that these were direct answers, divine 
answers to the Nation's prayer. We cannot too often present the alter- 
native to this teaching of the power of prayer. The Bishop of Roches- 
ter states it in a single sentence in his last charge : " Is God Fate so 
that we cannot move Him, or Will, so that we can?" It is like the 
hopeless alternative of the truth of revelation, as St. Peter phrased it, 
when he dared to face the hard sayings of the Master : " Lord to whom 
shall we go ? Thou hast the words of eternal life." It is one thing or 
the other, ignorance, uncertainty, doubt, denial, darkness, despair ; or 
hope, through patience and comfort of the Scriptures. And so it is one 
thing or the other; the hideous fate of a Greek play and man the sport 
of its cruelty; or a personal God, the Author not only once for all, but the 
Giver continuously of all good gifts ; the God who heareth prayer, unto 
whom shall all flesh come. As Charles Kingsley wrote in a letter re- 
cently published: " I do not believe in the existence of Law * * * * 
Nothing exists but Will. All physical laws and phenomena are but 
the manifestations of that Will, — one, orderly, utterly wise, utterly 
benevolent. * * * In Him. the Father, I can trust, in spite of 
the horrible things I see, in spite of the fact that my own prayers are 
not answered. I believe that He makes 'all things work together for 
the good of the human race, and of me, among the rest, as long as I 
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obey His will. I believe that He will answer my prayer, not accord- 
ing to the letter, but according to the spirit of it ; that if I desire 
good, I shall find good, though not the good which I long for. And 
' Law ' and ' Necessity ' I look upon, as phantoms of my own imagina- 
tion, always ready to reappear, but always certain, likewise, to vanish 
again, before one sound blow of careful logic or of practical life." 
Meanwhile the witness appeals beyond tangible evidence and beneath 
logical proof, to the common impulses, the implanted and irresistible 
instincts of humanity; that it recognized, in its necessity, the necessity 
of praying. 

Sept. 27th, Tuesday. In St. Andrew's Church, Schroon, the Rev. 
Dr. Williams of New York and Mr. Throop said Evening Prayer, and 
I preached and confirmed seven persons. I cannot speak too grate- 
fully of Dr. Williams' work here, whose large experience and knowl- 
edge of men, added to his energy and devotion, has greatly strength- 
ened and commended the Church to the people of the neighbourhood. 
One realized somewhat the possible power of lake storms that after- 
noon, and thought instinctively of Galilee, when an hour's gale 
turned its smooth mirror into such a sea, as I did not find ever this 
summer on the ocean. It was literally by " toiling in rowing " that 
we got safe to shore. My visitation to Raquette Lake was given up at 
the suggestion of the Missionary and Warden. 

Sept. 29th, St. Michael and All Angels. In the evening, in St 
Augustine's Church, Ilion, the Rev. Messrs. Armstrong and Kirkbride 
said Evening Prayer and I preached and confirmed nine persons. It 
was a sort of swan's song service : the best and the last of Mr. Arm- 
strong's very successful work here. He leaves — and it is far better so 
than the other way — with the universal regret of the people and with 
the Bishop's approval. But his successor will find the benefit of his 
earnest administration here. My proposed visitation to Middleville 
was postponed owing to the illness of the Missionary. 

Oct. 3rd. In Christ Church, Morristown, the Rev. Messrs. Finlay, 
Jones and Skene said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed 
eight persons. There is rare strength here in the presence and devo- 
tion to the Church of so many of the old names — may they long re- 
main — of Chapman and White and Hooker. 

Oct. 4th . In the evening, in St. John's Church, Ogdensburg, the 
Rector and Messrs. Finlay and Skene said Evening Prayer, and I 
preached and confirmed ten persons (and one nTprivate), eleven, mak- 
ing, with sixteen confirmed at my previous visitation this year, twenty- 
seven. I am more than ever impressed with the size of this Parish, for 
which the large Church is too small, and the certainty of future develop- 
ments, when the strong and deep foundations of churchly work and 
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teaching which are laying here, have the opportunity of developing 
themselves. It is beyond the power of the present clerical force 
which ought to be doubled; and which is more apparent than real 
now, since the Rector's assistant has charge of Morristown and Lisbon. 
But the impression and influence of the Clrurch upon the city are very 
strong and growing; and more Clergymen, and at least one Chapel 
added, are only questions of time. 

Oct. 5th. In St. Luke's Church, Lisbon, the Eev. Dr. Morrison and 
Mr. Finlay said Morning Prayer, and I preached and confirmed three 
persons. The proposal here to put a proper Chancel to the very nice 
stone Church has my cordial approval, and will, I trust, be under- 
taken . 

In the evening, in St. Paul's Church, Waddington, Eev. Dr. Mor- 
rison and Mr. Finlay said Evening Prayer, and I preached and con- 
firmed six persons. It was a service of very deep interest. The recent 
death, by drowning, of a young man, who gave his life to save others, 
had greatly impressed the congregation, and his father, eighty-six 
years old, was baptized by the Rector. One felt the power of the sac- 
rificed life bearing a blessed fruit; and realized that double truth of 
St. Peter's statement, of the water that at once destroyed and saved. 
The alterations of this old Church are very marked improvements. 
Nothing is so difficult to do. But the good taste and personal attention 
of Mr. Clemson have achieved here a real success. The windows are 
a history of the Parish, and a commemoration of the prominent fami- 
lies connected with it. And I was specially glad to see a little chil- 
dren's window, and a window bearing the name of the good old sex- 
ton, who really loved to be " a door-keeper in the House of the Lord." 

Oct. 6th. In the morning in the Union Chapel at Louisville Land- 
ing, the Rev. Mr. Goss said Morning Prayer, Mr. Clemson being pres- 
ent, and I preached and confirmed eight persons (and one in private), 
nine, and celebrated. The promise here is of the best, for both spirit- 
ual and material upbuilding. We must manage somehow to give 
them more services than Mr. Goss can possibly give, with the great ex- 
tent of his Missionary field, and I believe that a chapel is an immedi- 
ate certainty. 

In the evening in St. John's, Massena, Mr. Goss said Evening 
Prayer, and I preached and confirmed thirty-one persons. Here, too, 
the Church long delayed, is on the eve of building, and meanwhile it 
is a comfort to find the hold the Missionary has established on the 
community, and the unceasing interest of the congregation ; and a 
great pleasure to have enjoyed the hospitality of his delightful home. 

Oct. 7th. In the evening in St. John's Church, Hogansburgh, the 
Rev. Mr. Goss and Mr. Serson of the Diocese of Ontario said Evening 
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Prayer, and I preached and confirmed three persons. Not much 
growth, hut a small and steady increase, and the holding of what is 
gained are all that can be looked for here. The lay element of the 
Parish is a great strength, and would be welcome in the best of Parishes ; 
and I hope the legal difficulties about title to the property will soon 
be removed, so that Mr. Pulton's generous purpose of paying the debt 
may be accomplished, and the Church be ready for consecration. 

Oct. 8th. In the afternoon in St. Thomas' Church, Lawrence ville, 
the Rev. Messrs. Flack and Goss said Evening Prayer, I preached and 
confirmed one person. 

Oct. 9th, Seventeenth Sunday after Trinity. In the morning in 
St. Peter's Church, Brush! on, the Rev. Mr. Flack said the Litany and 
I preached, confirmed four persons and celebrated. The death of good 
Mr. Jamieson, and the removal of other Parishioners, make a great gap 
here. In the afternoon in St. Mark's Church, West Bangor, the Rev. 
Mr. Flack said Evening Prayer, and I preached and confirmed two 
persons. By dint of extra effort and a wise arrangement, Mr. Flack 
manages to give service each Sunday in each of these three places, 
and the effect is telling. I hope to find the Parsonage at Brushton 
completed next year; and I believe I shall, because Mrs. Brush has it 
in hand. In the evening in St. Mark's Church, Malone, the Rev. 
Messrs. Pitman and Flack said Evening Prayer, and I preached and 
confirmed nine persons. Mr. Pitman has been doing very generous and 
gracious work in this whole neighborhood ; I am glad he is relieved 
by the filling of the adjacent Missionary stations. 

Oct. 10th, Monday. In St. Peter's Church, Ellenburgh, the Rev. 
Mr. Rogers said Morning Prayer and I preached and confirmed eight 
persons. It is often urged by some persons who do not know the facts, 
that some of our smaller stations ought to be given up, because so 
little comes of them, and no progress toward self-support. I have 
never yielded to the argument. But I confess I thought I knew 
enough about Ellenburgh, to feel that we might better let the property 
be sold, and strike the name off our list. This service rebuked my 
little faith, and contradicts the theories of discontinuing small stations. 
I was obliged, owing to a sudden change of railroad time-tables, to put 
the service at short notice at an earlier hour. It was snowing and 
cold. But the little Church was filled fairly ; the congregation and 
the class were half men ; and Mr. Rogers has not only rescued this 
from seeming death, but besides, is building up an even stronger con- 
gregation at Ellenburgh Centre (this being, strictly speaking, Ellen- 
burgh Corners), and the influence of the man and of his refined and 
pleasant home are of great value. It was like spring flowers start- 
ing out from under dead leaves, to sea the promise. I could hear 
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the leaves rustle with memories, not very old, of my first visitation 
here with Clergymen, every one of whom is gone now from the Dio- 
cese. I had the full benefit to-day of the two special torments of a 
Bishop — sudden changes of time-tables, and the caboose car of a 
freight train. But the comfort of the service overbore every thing. 

In the evening in Trinity Church, Potsdam, I said Evening Prayer 
and preached and confirmed one person, prevented by illness from 
coming last year. I realized more than ever the loss to me and to the 
Diocese of Dr. Howard's going away, as I was alone in the Church. 
The Parish is a good " modern instance " for what I think a " wise 
saw." It is a strong Churchly Parish, with a body of laymen, gen- 
erous, devoted to the Church and intelligent to a very rare degree, and 
my personal relations with the Vestry and people are of the warmest and 
kindest sort. It has been vacant for months. It has had candidates, 
recommended by the Bishop and by everybody else and by themselves* 
enough to stock a Diocese. I know of course how easy it is to make 
an ad captandum speech against Episcopal interference or prelatical 
autocracy. And I do not suggest concerted action, because I do not 
believe in the corrective power of Canons, to deal with an Ecclesiastical 
disorder. And I know one Bishop who sometimes makes mistakes. 
But I am sure that a Bishop ought to bo able to protect Clergy 
from dishonouring their calling, and Parishes from the distractions 
and divisions and delays and harm of long vacancies, and this is 
but one of two or three instances where, if the Bishop could have con- 
trolled it, no such state of things could have existed. It is not the 
good people of Potsdam who are at fault. It is the'unchurchliness of 
modern thought and ways, and the unclericalness of the Clergy, who 
go about hunting for cures, and make irresponsible nominations to 
Parishes with which they have no concern. It is getting to be so 
great an evil, that it will some time cure itself. Meanwhile I content 
myself with the feeling, that I am not responsible for the harm and 
loss of needless vacancies, since responsibility is only co-ordinate with 
authority. 

Oct. 11th, A. m. In Grace Church, Norfolk, the Rev. Mr. Savage 
said Morning Prayer and I preached, confirmed two persons and cele- 
brated the Holy Communion; and in the evening in Grace Church, 
Canton, the Rev. Messrs. Pearce, Rich and Olmsted said Evening 
Prayer and I preached and confirmed seven persons. 

Oct. 12th, a. m. In Trinity Chapel, Morley, the Rev. Messrs. Olm- 
sted and Pearce said Morning Prayer, and I preached, confirmed six 
persons and celebrated. At night in Trinity Church, Gouverneur, the 
Rev. Messrs. Skene and Finlay said Evening Prayer and I preached 
and confirmed nine persons. Mr. Skene has now great advantages 
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here. He is the right man in the right place ; and he builds upon 
foundations that were relaid, after a shameful upheaving, by the 
saintly life and character of Dr. Bostwick. The promise was never 
so good as now. 

Oct, 16th. At night in St. John's Church, Troy, the Rev. Messrs. 
Snively and Hamilton said Evening Prayer and I preached and con- 
firmed six persons. It is a great pleasure to welcome to the Diocese 
the Sector whom I ordained both Deacon and Priest, and who enters 
upon, I trust, a long work here under the best auspices. The congre- 
gation is united and strong, and the refitting of the chancel as we see 
to-night is very effective and beautiful. 

Oct. 18th, St Luke's Day. In St. Peter's Church, Albany, the Eev. 
Messrs. Selkirk, Snively, Nickerson and Webbe of North Carolina 
said Morning Prayer. I preached and ordered Deacon, Mr. Peter 
Pascal Harrower presented by the Rev. Dr. Battershall, I celebrated 
the Holy Communion assisted by the Rector and the Rev. Mr. Gwynne 
of London. There were present besides, the Rev. Dr. Reese, and 
Messrs. Schwartz, Gwynne of Cohoes, Fiske, S. E. Smith, Gregory of 
Connecticut, Chetwood of New Jersey, Hubbs and Bassett. Mr. 
Ch^twood's presence here was due to the fact that he was pressing in 
Albany the claim of the Clergymen's Retiring Fund Society ; one of 
several efforts to redeem the dishonour of our non-provision for worn- 
out workers in the vineyard of God, and one whose plan seems to me 
wise and well adapted to its important end. The service had an added 
pleasure to us all in the sweet singing of the children of St. Peter's Or- 
phanage. And the Corona Sacerdotalis was a goodly sight in the Apse. 

In the evening, in the Cathedral, I made the address at the Festival 
of the united Choirs of the Cathedral and St. Paul's Church, Troy. 
'The music was admirable in selection and in rendering, and I trust 
such gatherings will promote the right choice and the most churchly 
way of rendering music. It is certainly the most difficult and the most 
dangerous, the most troublesome and the most important element of 
worship — aud not the least danger, which boy choirs and choral ser- 
vices by no means get rid of, is the substitution of the worship of 
music for the music of worship. 

Oct. 22nd. 1 licensed Mr. James Simons a Lay-reader in BallstonSpa 
under the Rev. Mr. Delafield. 

Oct. 27th. I consecrated the Church of Our Saviour, Lebanon 
Springs. The Request was read by the Rev. Mr. Hooper and the Sen- 
tence by the Rev. Dr. Harison; the Rev. Messrs. Hamilton and 
Fulcher said Morning Prayer, and I preached and celebrated the 
Holy Communion, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Coxe and Messrs. Wash- 
bon and Stewart. It was a veritable Feast of dedication, and much 
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as we all enjoyed the beautiful Church, which is very effective and 
attractive and with the best sacristy in the Diocese, and the delicious 
day, and the large congregation, yet I think our chief joy was in the 
richly earned happiness of the Rector, to whose unequalled persever- 
ence and untiring energy and unfailing faith God has given this 
beautiful and blessed result. There are memorial windows that com- 
memorate the names of dead benefactors — Mr. Gale and Mr. Ransom 
and Mr. Silas Gillett and the son of Mr. E. C. King. There are tokens 
and evidences of generous giving from the Church people in Troy 
and Albany and elsewhere ; and the Church stands as a token and 
proof of the favour and blessing of God. But the man whose monu- 
ment and memorial it is and will be always is the Rev. Joseph Hooper, 
now Rector of the Parish. 

Nov. 1st, All Saints' Day. At our commemorative Festival in the 
Chapel of the Cathedral. I set before the people the intention agreed 
to previously by the Chapter of beginning in prayer and purpose to 
make the effort to build the Cathedral building. Of course this does 
not mean to fix the time of beginning, much less the hour of finish- 
ing the building. In David's day " the people rejoiced because with 
perfect heart they offered willingly to the Lord," for the temple 
which Solomon afterward built, in part, with these accumulated 
gifts. And in Ezra's day every one offered a free-will offering to 
the Lord, when " the foundation of the temple was not yet laid." 
So we begin the Cathedral in purpose and prayer and aim. I think 
I have the right to ask the interest and the aid of the Diocese in 
this matter. I have no desire for any action by the convention, or 
any compulsion, except of sympathy and voluntary help. I have 
no expectation of large gifts, unless from the very few. I have no 
expectation of any instantaneous accomplishment. What I hope for 
and what I aim at will be best stated in the appeal which the Chapter 
ordered to be set forth on the 23d of November: "The Chapter believe 
that this is an appeal, nbt merely to the persons regularly worshipping 
in the Cathedral congregation, but to all persons in the City and 
Diocese, who have their rightful share in the privileges of this free 
Church; a rightful pride in its dignity and decency; and a rightful 
relation to the Bishop, who holds here his ordinations, and his gather- 
ings of Clergy; and who gathers here the children of the Diocesan 
Institutions. The Diocese, strengthened at its centre, will be stronger 
throughout its whole extent; and the Cathedral, built, will be at once 
an expression and a bond of unity among the Churches. This is the 
claim and appeal of our need. 

The plan is to build, as God shall give the means, the whole or a 
part of a large Church, nave and choir, capable of accommodating all 
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the Clergy of the Diocese in its choir, and of seating two thousand 
people ; to make it beautiful by size, proportion, massiveness and dig- 
nity; leaving for future years, perhaps for future generations, all de- 
tails of decoration in carving or in color. 

And to this end it is proposed to secure the ground, and to obtain 
the necessary plans for the building at an estimated cost of $150,000, 
exclusive of the ground, the furniture or the decoration of any sort. 
When enough of this is paid in to lay the foundations of the Cathe- 
dral, the corner-stone will be laid, and the whole foundation built. 
And as more money is given the walls will go up and the work will 
go on ; only as they can be paid for. 

This means not the giving or the getting at once of all the money. 
The subscriptions are to be made, where it is possible, payable in con- 
tinuous years, and the appeal is to be kept from time to time before 
the people. Books of subscription and envelopes for offerings are to 
be prepared. A special treasurer for the building fund has been ap- 
pointed — Mr. James Moir of Albany; and quarterly reports of the 
progress of the work of getting the means and of putting up the 
building are to be made. 

It is confidently hoped that the Clergy of the Diocese will rally 
about the Bishop in this undertaking, to which he has given himself 
with great earnestness and interest; that laymen throughout the Dio- 
cese will help the work on by gifts, large or small, by bequests, and 
by efforts to interest others; that children and the poorest people will 
give what they can, if it be only to lay a single stone in the Diocesan 
Church ; that Churchmen interested in the Diocese of Albany will 
find that this Cathedral not only offers an opportunity for a strong 
establishment of the Church in the heart and centre, whose influence 
must be felt in the upbuilding of the whole Diocese; but that also, 
becoming the recipient of gifts connected with the names of those 
who are gone from us, it may grow to be, in parts of the building or in 
portions of its furniture, the central shrine, embalming for all time 
the sacred memories of the faithful dead. 

No fitter opportunity than this can ever be offered of testifying to 
the unity of the Diocese, which is known and honored of all men ; 
both in the harmony among the Clergy and lay people, and in their 
cordial relations with the Bishop, whose Episcopal seat will be here/' 

And I may add from my sermon at the consecration of the Chicago 
Cathedral, my own ideal of what the influence of a Cathedral should 
be. 

"A great free Church, with constant services, the daily offices, not 
only, but services broken up and many on every Lord's day ; a great 
free Church with " often" Eucharists; a great free Church with such 
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music as Cathedrals have kept alive, in religious anthems, and as 
Cathedrals are rousing to, in congregational chants and hymns; a great 
free Church with such a staff of Clergy as fits men into the work for 
which they are suited, in the pulpit, among the poor, in the choir, in 
the schools, in the works of mercy ; a great free Church to which, 
from time to time, Clergy and people through the Diocese come for 
spiritual refreshment and help ; a great free Church where the younger 
clergy may be led and helped away from the faults of their youth, 
whether conceit, or sensationalism, or bitterness, or so-called liberality, 
or narrowness, or from what the Bishop of Truro calls " the stray, 
chipped shells of the shore of that vast archaeology called ritual, which 
he has gotten from what he calls the use of the district church to 
which he has been a semi attached acolyte, and from the droppings of 
journalists whom he takes to be divines ;" a great free Church about 
which gather, — as in old days, the shops and houses grouped them- 
selves for safety near the castle, or the fortress wall, — the educational 
and charitable houses and organizations of the Diocese ruled and 
helped by the Bishop, who knows how they are administered by the 
Clergy, or the Sisters, who are under him ; a great free Church to be 
" the seat of the Episcopate, the centre of the Diocese, and the symbol 
of the unity of the Holy Catholic Church," this is the condensed pic- 
ture of the Cathedral. Who can call it unpractical, un American, un- 
modern, or fail to feel that where it is not, there is an empty place of 
unfilled duties and neglected opportunities ? Who can fail to see that 
where it is there is], the old, tried, competent machinery for the doing 
of the Master's work." 

Beyond this, my beloved brethren of the Clergy and Laity, I 
earnestly address myself to you for sympathy and help. God knows, 
and I know better than you the shortcomings of my service. But 
out of a conscience void of offense in this behalf toward God and 
toward men, I believe that I have given to men and women, clergy- 
men and laymen, and children throughout the Diocese the best I 
had to give them of mind and thought and labour without stint and 
without reserve ; and I believe that without question of personal 
differences of opinion, I have given " honour to the elders that 
rule well," " without preferring one before another, doing nothing by 
partiality ; " more than this, I believe that this Diocese in every corner, 
and in every member of it has been advanced in influence and dignity 
before the Church, and helped in ways some indirect and some un- 
known by what has been established at the centre, in the School, the 
Hospital, the Sisterhood, and in the daily intercessions, at daily 
Prayer and frequent Eucharists which have been offered for the absent 
and the present, in the Cathedral ; and apart from any question of 
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personality or dignity, no one can doubt but that in various practical 
ways — and not the least the moneys given to Diocesan Missions from 
the Cathedral amounting to $18,000 in nine years, and the moneys 
given toward the purchase of the Bishop's House, and to the payment 
of the interest with the assumption of the principal of the mortgage — 
the Cathedral organization has helped the Diocesan work. 

We have waited patiently, worshipping at every inconvenience and 
hindrance of unattractiveness for all these years, till the works were 
established, the worship settled and the congregation gathered; till 
times were better, till the Cathedral was recognized, till the Diocese 
was stronger, and now we come to ask your help not for ourselves but 
for the glory of God, for your strengthening and, upbuilding, for put- 
ting the Church in this Diocese representatively before men in the 
capital of this great State, in an attitude not merely of strength in 
parochial organization ; but of strength in visible unity, in dignity and 
decency as the Episcopal Church in the Diocese of Albany. I know 
your demands and needs and claims each in his own sphere. But for 
three years running let us realize that we are not so many Sectors or 
so many laymen of so many Parishes, but that we are a recognized 
ecclesiastical unit, put together in the providence of God as a sepa- 
rate part of the great household of faith in that oldest complete eccle- 
siastical entity — a Diocese, a Bishop, Clergy and laity. And let us act 
together on that recognition, with a large realization of our common 
interests, which we will not only symbolize but strengthen and sub- 
serve by a united effort to build the Cathedral of All Saints, whose 
local standing place is in a single city, but whose corporate name, 
expressing its character and purpose is the Cathedral of All Saints, in 
the City and Diocese of Albany. If the Bishop has in his responsi- 
bility and care, and interest and prayers not the Cathedral only, but 
each Parish, and every Priest and Deacon and layman in his Diocese, 
is it not just and fair that they in turn should have in their generous 
^sympathy, not each his own immediate sphere of service and duty, but 
all, laying aside the narrowness and jealousies of personalities and 
localities, the Diocese through its circumference and at its centre. Is 
it not a way in which we may do that double duty to which the pro- 
phet calls men, of establishing the centre and widening the circum- 
ference, by not only enlarging the cords but strengthening the stakes. 
I hope to have the opportunity from time to time of seeing indi- 
vidual laymen in their Parishes, and asking their personal aid. What 
I ask from you, my brethren of the Clergy, is that you will give us 
in our effort, not indifference, not opposition, secret or open, but sym- 
pathy and influence with your people ; and your prayers for the draw- 
ing together of the hearts of the people toward this object, that through 
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that focus we may draw closer together to each other and to the 
Lord. And what I ask of the people is a careful comparison of their 
personal obligations to their own Parishes, to their personal claims, to 
the other religious duties inside the Diocese or out of it, no one of 
which may be neglected for an instant, with this new opening of duty 
and sacrifice. Weigh these and decide as before God, whether some 
increase of self-denial may not enable you and ought not to enable you 
to come to the help of the Bishop in this effort to honour God and 
dignify His Church and increase its influence and attractiveness for 
men, in the place which for us is as a city set on a hill and a light on 
a candlestiok, not hidden but conspicuous and influential in the city, 
the Diocese, the State, the country. Blessings will come back for all 
that is done or given here. I ask some prompt and positive undertak- 
ing of a general effort at continuous giving. Small sums multiplied 
by many givers in a course of years will accomplish results as large 
as we can ask. The twelve thousand communicants in this Diocese 
laying aside each ten cents a week will, give sixty thousand dollars in 
a year. The ten thousand Sunday School children saving one cent 
a week would give five thousand dollars in a year. And while I shall 
ask for large gifts in exceptional instances, I earnestly ask with the 
personal influence of my relation to you and yours, and with the 
official weight of what I thinkiyour duty, this unexceptional saving 
and giving, in a systematic way for three years toward this end, 
which is in all my prayers. 

Nov. 1st, In the evening, in Christ Church, Schenectady, the Rev. Drs 
Payne and Potter said Evening Prayer and I preached and confirmed 
thirteen persons; thankful to find that the good work which Mr. 
Rogers did has fallen into such earnest and able hands and is growing 
both in size and strength. 

Nov. 2nd. The Archdeacon and I made our annual progress most com- 
fortably, thanks to his presence and the kind provision of Mr. Parks, to 
Charlton and Burnt Hills. In the morning in St, Paul's Church, Charl- 
ton, I preached and celebrated the Holy Communion, assisted by the 
Archdeacon and the Rev. Mr. Timlow. I used to think that country peo- 
ple had a good deal of leisure and that there were times when farmers 
had not much to do. But in some parts of the Diocese I find that there 
is no time of year, before or after harvest, on a week day, when they 
do not " go their way to their farms," and leave the Church empty. 
In the afternoon, in Calvary Church, Burnt Hills, the Rector and the 
Archdeacon said Evening Prayer and I preached and confirmed three 
persons. I am glad to hope that the parsonage here is to be enlarged, 
as it ought to be, for a Parson who has such a library and makes such 
good use of it. And I wish we could go back to call our clerical 
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houses Parsonages instead of Rectories. Perhaps it may be best to 
emphasize the intention of ruling in the Priest, since so little of it is 
permitted except the name. But on the other hand it is the thing the 
Priest cares least to do. And there would be great gain in the recog- 
nition of the Minister not in his own personality, but in his* personifi- 
cation or impersonation of the Church, which is what the Parson is. 

Nov. 3rd, a. m. I consecrated the Church of the Good Shepherd, 
Canajoharie. The Rev. R. H. Neide, the Missionary, read the Request 
and the Archdeacon the Sentence of Consecration. The Rev. Messrs. 
Irish and Hobbie said Morning Prayer, and I ordered Priest, the Rev 
Robert Howland Neide, presented by his father, who with the other 
Priests present, and the Rev. Mr. Paige united in the laying on of 
hands. The Church is the gift of Mrs. Marietta White, and was 
built under the watchful eye of Dr. White, whose absence was greatly 
lamented from the Service. It is an admirable building of stone, solid 
and real, throughout and built in a masterly way; and the gift is 
most complete. Mrs. White was greatly to be envied, I felt, that day, 
as one in whom the will and the ability had joined to build a house of 
God. More now than of old, they must have an especial claim upon 
the Master's love who follow the example of him who " loved his nation 
and built a synagogue. 7 ' And it was pleasant to find an added gift 
that day in the vessels for the Holy Communion given by Mrs. Dock- 
stader as a memorial of her mother. The threefold significance of 
the double service at. this season made the consecration psalm more 
than ever beautiful and real, as it told of the temple, and the Priest- 
hood, and the All Saints' feast — "Arise Lord into Thy resting 
place, Thou and the Ark of Thy strength. Let Thy priests be 
clothed with righteousness and let Thy saints sing with joyfulness." 
The Fort Plain Service was given up at the Missionary's suggestion, 
as the congregation there is in the midst of a compulsory change of 
their Church building. It was a graceful combination of courtesy 
and charity which gave the offertory at this service, toward the much- 
needed new Church building at Fort Plain. 

In the evening, in St. Ann's Church, Amsterdam, the Archdeacon 
and the Rev. Mr. Irish said Evening Prayer, and I preached and con- 
firmed thirty-one persons. This is one of the statements that speaks 
for itself, and yet does not tell half the story of untiring and successful 
labour; which the crowded congregation and the character and com- 
position of the class showed, more even than its size. 

Nov. 4th, A. M. In St. John's Church, Johnstown, the Rev. Mr. 
Edmunds said Morning Prayer, and I preached and confirmed seven 
persons. One of these days, Amsterdam and Johnstown will appre- 
ciate, even more than they do now, the blessing of BUch Pastors as they 
have. 
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Nov. 8th. In the evening in Christ Church, Herkimer, the Rev. 
Messrs. Walker and Armstrong said Evening Prayer, and I preached 
and confirmed fifteen persons (and two in private), seventeen. In 
spite of a combination of bad weather and politics (this being the 
election day), the Church was full. 

Nov. 9th, a. m. In St. John's Church, Richfield Springs, the Rev. 
Messrs. Granger and Walker said Morning Prayer and I baptized the 
Rector's infant child, preached, confirmed eleven persons and cele- 
brated. What has been done and what is doing here are most encour- 
aging. Last summer's gifts nearly completed the payment on the 
Church, which is very beautiful, and the spiritual growth goes on in- 
creasingly. Most pleasant companionship, a delightful service and very 
kindly hospitality made this visitation more than agreeable in spite of 
the roads, and Mr. Walker, who divided the mud with me, knows 
how much that meant. In the evening, in Immanuel Church, Little 
Falls, the Rev. Mr. Arnold said Evening Prayer and I preached and 
confirmed seven persons. 

• Nov. 10th. With the Rector, I married in the Church of the Mes- 
siah, Glens Falls, one of the first graduates of St Agnes' School. 

Nov. 12th. In the Cathedral Chapel, I confirmed one person, Mr. 
Geo. Davis Adams and gave him a license as Lay-reader under the 
Rev. Dr. Tucker, of Troy. 

Nov. 20th. In the afternoon the Rev. Mr. Breed said Evening 
Prayer and I preached in the Chapel of the Old Man's Home, on the 
Troy road. The new lectionary gave the wonderful chapter in the 
the book Ecclesiastes for the Evening Lesson, which made the fitting 
text for the Sermon. It is one of many helps which has come to me 
in the use of the new lessons, allowed for alternate use, by the last 
General Convention. The lectionary is in my judgment a great im- 
provement upon our old calendar, and upon either the old or the new 
in the Church of England. In one or two cases, notably the lessons 
for the Feast of the Purification, I shall regret the exchange of the 
new for the old first morning lesson from the Apocrypha. It has its 
peculiar fitness to the growth in wisdom of the little Child who sits 
upon the resumed Throne of His Godhead. And the lesson from 
Leviticus might be used in the evening instead of the chapter from 
Haggai which is virtually the same as the Morning Epistle. I confess 
my own association with the old lesson is very dear, as it was and is 
the prayer of my Consecration Day, for " wisdom out of the holy 
heavens, to labour with me that I may know what is pleasing unto 
God; and to lead me soberly in my doings and preserve me in her 
power." 

Nov. 25th. In the Cathedral Chapel, in the presence of the Rev. 
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the Chancellor and the Rev. Canon Fulcher, I publicly pronounced 
and recorded the sentence of the deposition from the Ministry of the 
Church of the Rev. Isaac Newton Dexter, Deacon, who had declared 
to me in writing his renunciation of the Ministry, said renunciation 
being voluntary and for causes which do not affect his moral char- 
acter. • 

Dec. 8th. In the Cathedral Chapel I preached and ordered Priests, 
the Rev. Charles David Flagler, presented by the Rev. Canon Chap- 
man, and the Rev. Jacob Streibert, Jr., presented by the Rev. Dr. 
Reese. I celebrated, assisted by the Rev. Dr.,Battershall and Messrs. 
Schwartz and Hamilton. The other Clergy present who united in the 
laying on of hands were the Rev. Messrs. Fulcher, Coleman, Bassett 
and Hubbs, and the Rev. Mr. Harrower (Deacon). 

Dec, 10th. I gave my consent, with most cordial readiness, to the 
consecration of the Rev. Cortlandt Whitehead, D. D., Bishop elect of 
Pittsburgh. 

From Dec. 13th to Dec. 17th I was occupied in New York in attend- 
ance upon meetings of the Mexican Commission, the Board of Mana- 
gers of the Domestic and Foreign Missionary Society, the Church 
Building Fund Commission, and some Committees of the House of 
Bishops. I gave an instruction in the Church of the Transfiguration 
to the Society of the Royal Law, and made the opening and closing 
addresses at the Missionary Conference. Of the Missionary giving I 
beg to say a word to the Diocese. We ought, because we are out of debt, 
to give more to Missions that we may support our Missionaries better 
and extend the sphere of our work. And I earnestly ask you to re- 
member the demands outside the Diocese. It is a gratification to me to 
find that, so far as an increase in the number of contributing Parishes 
is concerned, the subscription plan, adopted and commended by the 
General Convention and Diocesan Convention and by the General and 
Diocesan Missionary Boards, has worked well. But the amount of our 
giving is not what it ought to be, measured by our ability or by the 
demand. Let it be larger this year, my brethren, as it will be if 
the Clergy will urge it upon the intelligence and conscience of the 
Laity. And I beg you to remember this year more generally and more 
generously the Church Building Fund Commission. Its appeal, 
thrusting itself modestly for the first time last year among the con- * 
stantly multiplying demands for your gifts, has been only a whisper to 
your consciences. It ought to speak more loudly this year, if it is to 
accomplish what it undertakes to do. I earnestly ask that an offer- 
tory in every Parish in the Diocese may be set apart for this Fund this 
year, after a statement of its practical purpose, made by the Clergy- 
men. It is so great and so good a purpose as to deserve a real and 
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united effort throughout the Diocese. I hardly know what would be 
greater, the discredit of a failure or the value of a real success, when we 
come up to our General Convention in 1883. 

Among your offerings this year, you will not, I trust, forget, in 
Church and Sunday School, the Child's Hospital, which needs and 
deserves your liberal gifts. 

On the feast of the Epiphany I preached, confirmed five persons, and 
celebrated the Holy Communion, assisted by the Rev. Dr. Langdon and 
the Rev. Mr. Tibbits, in All Saints Church, Hoosac. It was in all 
ways and for many reasons a delightful service, with music rarely good; 
and the Church was redolent as a countrv Church can be with the 
odour of the " fir tree, the pine tree and the box together," till it 
smelled Tike the offered incense of the three Kings.

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APPENDIX TO THE BISHOPS ADDRESS. 

Articles of Association of All Saints Parish, Hoosic, N. T. 

We, the undersigned, baptised membeTs of the Church of Christ, who have 
solemnly acknowledged the binding obligation of their baptismal vows and have 
been admitted to the full communion of the Church, do hereby associate our- 
selves, with all who shall hereafter unite with us on the same basis, under the 
following articles, to-wit : 

Art. First. This association shall be known as the Parish of All Saints, Hoosac, 
N. Y. 

Art. Second. The purposes of this association shall be : 

1. To sustain and to perpetuate the worship of Almighty God, in accordance 
with the faith and discipline of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United 
States. 

2. To extend the knowledge and the power of the Gospel of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, as accepted by that Church, in this place and neighborhood. 

3. To share with other congregations of the Church, in the discharge of all other 
duties and obligations properly resting upon the Church and upon her members. 

Art. 1 Mrd. In so associating, we distinctly place before ourselves the injunc- 
tions of the Apostle : 

1. To "hold fast the profession of our faith without wavering." 

2. Not to " forsake the assembling of ourselves together, as the manner of 



some is." 






3. To " consider one another to provoke unto love and good works. 

4. That " none shall appear before the Lord empty," but that " every one 
should, upon the first day of the week, " as God hath prospered him," make his 
thank offering to God for all that he hath, remembering that such is the divine 
provision for sustaining " the ministry of the Word." 

Art. Fourth. This Parish does, further, accept and promise conformity to the 
Constitution and Canons of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States, 
and the Constitution and Canons of the said Church in the Diocese of Albany ; and 
it does, therefore, hereby place itself in canonical relations with the constituted 
authorities of the said Diocese. 

Art. Fifth. The officers of this Parish shall consist of : 

1. A Hector, who shall have charge of all public worship and the direction of 
all spiritual ministrations, in accordance with the principles and canons of the 
Church ; and who shall preside at all meetings of the Parish or of the Parish 
Committee. 

2. A Paiish Committee, consisting of not more than nine persons, to whom shall 
be entrusted the care for the temporal interests and necessities of the Parish ; 
who shall be competent to adopt By-Laws for their own government ; and who 
shall choose from their own number, two Wardens, a Treasurer, and not more 
than three others to constitute, with the Rector and Treasurer, the Executive 
Committee. 

3. A Sexton, who under the Rector, or in vacancy of the Rectorship, under the 
Wardens, shall have the care of the Church building or other place of worship. 

Art. Sixth. Those only who have been duly admitted to the communion of the 
Church shall be admitted to take part, by voting or holding office, in ordering the 
affairs of this Parish. 

Art. Seventh. Meetings of the whole Parish may be called at any time by the 
Rector ; and Bhall be so called whenever requested by the Parish Committee ; in 
either case, with due public notice on two consecutive Sundays. 
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After the Service, the Convention was called to order by the 
Bishop of the Diocese. 

In accordance with Section i, Canon I, of the Diocese, the Bishop 
presented the "List of Clergy cauonically resident in the Diocese." 

The Secretary called the roll of the Clergy, and eighty-three 
answered their names.* 

The roll of Parishes entitled to representation was called, and the 
Bishop appointed the Rev. G. L. Neide and Mr. Richard Harison 
as a Committee, with the Secretary, to examine the credentials of 
the Lay Delegates. 

The Committee presented the credentials of sixty-one Parishes 
as correct. 

The Secretary then called the names of the Delegates, and thirty- 
five Parishes were found to be represented.f 

A constitutional quorum being present, the Rt. Rev. President 
declared the Convention organized and ready for business. 

The election of officers being in order, the ballot was unanimously 
dispensed with. 

The Rev. W. C. Prout was elected Secretary, Mr. Selden E. 
Marvin, Treasurer, and the Rev. Thomas B. Fulcher, Registrar. 

The Secretary appointed the Rev. Thomas B. Fulcher as the 
Assistant Secretary. 

On motion of the Secretary, it was 

Resolved, That Clergymen of other Dioceses, Professors and Students of Theol- 
ogy in the Episcopal Church, and all persons holding any office or trust under the 
convention, if not members thereof, being present, be invited to seats in the 
convention. 

The Rt. Rev. President having announced the invitation, the 
Rev. Edward H. Randall, of the Diocese of Vermont, the Rev. 
Herbert Norton, of the Diocese of New York, the Rev. G. W. 
Gates, of the Diocese of Indiana, and Mr. Selden E. Marvin, 
Treasurer of the Diocese, took seats. 

The Committee appointed to examine the credentials of the Lay 
Delegates reported the certificates from Trinity Church, Fairfield, 
Trinity Church, Potsdam, and St. Paul's Church, Charlton, as de- 
fective. 

On motion of Mr. J. D. Henderson, it was 

Resolved, That Mr. Reuben Neely, Lay Deputy from Trinity Church, Fairfield 
being present, be admitted to a seat in the Convention.

The Secretary of the last Convention respectfully presents the following re- 
port. 

In accordance with the instructions of the Convention, one thousand copies of 
the Bishop's Address were printed and sent to the Clergy of the Diocese ; twelve 
hundred and fifty copies of the Journal of the Convention were also printed and 
distributed. 

The resolution of the Rev. S. B. Bostwick, S. T. D., on the Aged and Infirm 
Clergy Fund, and the address made by him in presenting it were printed and 
sent to the clergy of the Diocese shortly before Thanksgiving Day.

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The following letter lias been received from the Treasurer of the General Con- 
vention : 

6 Newbury St., Boston, April, 1881. 

Reverend and Dear Sir: — Will you be good enough to read this letter at the 
next meeting of the Convention of your Diocese, and to invite an expression of 
opinion from the Convention in reply to the questions asked in it ? 

By reference to the Journal of the General Convention you will see that the 
matter of providing for the expenses of the Deputies was brought up in both 
houses. On page 214 of the Journal you will find a resolution offered by the 
Bishop of Virginia, that, the House of Deputies concurring, it is incumbent on 
the several Dioceses to make provision for the entertainment of their own Depu- 
ties to the General Convention. The Assistant Bishop of Kentucky offered the 
following as a substitute : That it be referred to a committee of three bishops, 
three presbyters and three laymen, to consider the expediency of increasing the 
assessment to be paid by the Dioceses to the General Convention, so as to pay the 
expenses per diem of the bishops and the clerical and lay deputies. 

On page 41 of the Journal of the House of Deputies you will find that Mr. 
Blair, of Maryland, offered a resolution : That, the House of Bishops concurring, 
it be referred to a committee of three bishops, three clergymen, and three lay- 
men, to consider and report as to the expediency of so increasing the assessment 
upon the Dioceses as to enable the General Convention to pay the expenses in- 
curred by the clerical members in attending its sessions. 

This was referred to the Committee on Expenses. Their reports will be found 
on the 104th and 127th pages, in which they mention that they have ascertained 
the traveling expenses of the members of this Convention to be thirty thousand 
two hundred and forty-two dollars, and to provide for the traveling expenses of 
the Bishops and Deputies of the next Convention, an assessment of ten cents on 
each communicant must be laid, or of ten dollars on each clergyman. 

At the same meeting it was voted that the Committee on Expenses be empow- 
ered to sit during the recess, and to take full and final action touching the travel- 
ing expenses of members of the next General Convention. 

The Committee ask for information if any provision is now made in your Dio- 
cese for the traveling expenses of the Bishop and Deputies to the General Con- 
vention. They also invite an expression of opinion from each Diocesan Conven- 
tion whether it is best that the General Convention should undertake to provide 
these expenses by an assessment on each Diocese. The sum of ten cents upon 
each communicant would be the smallest assessment providing enough to meet 
these expenses. You can easily calculate the assessment on your Convention. 

There is a very great difference in the traveling expenses of the Bishops and 
Deputies of different Dioceses. A sum of nearly three thousand dollars must be 
provided to pay the traveling expenses from California and Oregon to Philadel- 
phia ; of thirteen hundred and fifty dollars from Texas to Philadelphia ; from 
Arkansas, nine hundred and fifty-six dollars. From New York or Maryland the 
amount would be only fifty dollars. 

A prompt answer to this communication is very desirable, so that the Commit- 
tee can take early action if this course is recommended by the Diocesan Conven.

THE GENEKAL CONVENTION OF THE PEOTESTANT 

EPISCOPAL CHURCH. 

To the Secretary of the Convention of the Diocese of Albany : 

Sir — In compliance with the requirements of article 8 of the Constitution, I 
would hereby officially make known, through you, to the Convention of the Dio- 
cese of Albany, the following proposed changes in the Book of Common Prayer 
of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the United States of America, adopted by 
the General Convention of 1880, and to be finally acted upon by the General Con- 
vention of 1883, to wit : 

It was, by concurrent action (vide Journal of Convention, pp. 156, 157-159, 161, 
162, 181, 182, 185-187, 188, 225, 251, 263, 273, 291, 292, 299, 300, 303, 316) of the 
two Houses of the General Convention of 1880, 

Resolved, That the ratification of the Book of Common Prayer be amended so 
as to read as follows, and that such proposed amendment be made known to the 
several Diocesan Conventions, in order that it may be adopted in the next Gen- 
eral Convention, according to article 8 of the Constitution : 

The Ratification of the Book of Common Pjjayeb. 

By the Bishops, the Clergy end the Laity of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the 
United States of America, in General Convention assembled. 

The General Convention of this Church, having heretofore — to wit, on the 
sixteenth day of October, A. D. 1789 — set forth and established a Book of Com- 
mon Prayer and Administration of the Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremo- 
nies of the Church, and thereby established the said book and declared it to be 
the Liturgy of this Church, and required that it be received as such by all the 
members of the same, and be in use from and after the first day of October, A. 
D. 1790 ; the same book is hereby ratified and confirmed, and ordered to be the 
use of this Church from this time forth. 

But note, however, that on days other than Sunday, Christmas Day, the Epi- 
phany, Ash Wednesday, Good Friday, and Ascension Day, it shall suffice if the 
minister begin Morning or Evening Prayer at the General Confession, or the 
Lord's Prayer, preceded by one or more of the sentences appointed at the begin- 
ning of Morning and Evening Prayer, and end after the Collect for Grace, or the 
Collect for Aid against Perils, with 2 Cor. xiii. 14, using so much of the Les- 
sons appointed for the day, and so much of the Psalter, as he shall judge to be 
for edification. 

And note, also, that on any day when Morning and Evening Prayer shall have 
been duly said, or are to be said, and upon days other than those first afore-men- 
tioned, it shall suffice, when need may require, if a sermon or lecture be pre- 
ceded by at least the Lord's Prayer and one or more Collects found in this book. 
Provided, That no prayers not set forth in said book, or otherwise authorized by 
this Church, shall be used before or after such sermon or lecture. 

And note further, also, that on any day the Morning Prayer, the Litany, or the 
Order for the Administration of the Lord's Supper, may be used as a separate 
and independent service, provided that no one of these services shall be disused 
habitually.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON TAXES, INSUR- 
ANCE AND REPAIRS ON THE BISHOP'S HOUSE. 

The Committee on Taxes, Insurance and Repairs of the Bishop's House beg 
leave to report that, acting on the resolution passed by the last Convention, au- 
thorizing them to assess the parishes for the necessary amount to pay the taxes, 
insurance and repairs of the Bishop's house, they issued the following circular, 
Viz. ; 
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" DIOCESE OF ALBANY. 
Committee on Taxes, Insurance and Repairs of the Bishop's House. 

Albany, February, 15, 1881. 
Sir — The late Diocesan Convention adopted the following resolution : 

" Mesolved, That the Committee to provide for the taxes, insurance and repairs 
on the Bishop's house are hereby empowered to apportion to each parish, in 
union witn this Convention, the taxes and expenses which have been incurred 
for the above objects, and also the expenses for the current year ; provided that 
they take into consideration the amount already paid by certain of the parishes."

The Committee reported to the Convention an indebtedness of $1,008 71 

Their estimate for the present year is as follows : 

Taxes $500 00 

Insurance and repairs 250 00 

750 00

The response to this circular being very unsatisfactory, from the fact that very 
few of the Parishes took the trouble to acknowledge it, the attention of the Clergy 
was called to it in the columns of " Our Mission Work " through the courtesy of 
the Editor ; in September a postal card was sent to each Parish that had not re- 
sponded, asking an acknowledgment of the receipt of our circular, and lastly, the 
late issue of " Our Mission Work " once more called the attention of the delin- 
quent Parishes to the matter, but the Committee still have to report that 28 of 
the Parishes assessed have taken no action whatever in the matter, at least the 
Committee have never heard from them. 

The itemized statement given below shows the receipts since the last report to 
have been $604.73, adding to this the balance then reported on hand of $149.75 
gives a total of $754.48. The disbursements have been, $858.87, as follows: 
Taxes $575, insurance $60, repairs $218.84, sundries $5.03, showing a balance 
due the Treasurer of $104.39. 

The statement also shows a present indebtedness of $996.73 with no funds on 
hand to pay it. 

In order to save the Diocese the disgrace of having the property advertised and 
sold for the taxes of 1880, the Treasurer advanced the sum of $138.39 and paid 
the taxes. He was obliged to pay $57.50 for accumulated interest on account of 
the delay in payment, which would not have occurred had the Parishes all re- 
sponded, neither would there have been any considerable indebtedness to report. 
The item of insurance is large this year because the committee have insured the 
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house for three years instead of one year, finding that by so doing they could save 
the amount of one year's premium or about $30, they also felt justified in increas- 
ing the insurance $1,500, making it $15,000, as the recent addition to the house 
has increased the value $2,500. This addition by the way, has cost the Diocese 
nothing as the expense was borne by members of the Bishop's family and is a 
gift to the Diocese . 

From the above report it. will be seen that the Committee has been again un- 
successful in its work and would respectfully emphasize what was said in the last 
report, viz.: That the present plan is a failure and in the opinion of the Com- 
mittee can never be successful, and that they still believe the only true plan to 
be to have all diocesan expenses assessed at once and in one amount and be 
controlled by one Committee. 

In conclusion the Committee would state that, from what they have heard from 
various parts of the Diocese, they believe the main reason for their failure and 
and for all the previous trouble there has been in this matter, to be that the Dio- 
cese at large does not seem to fully understand that this property belongs to the 
Diocese and not to the Bishop or to a few Albany Churchmen. 

They have been told several times that Albany provided the house in the first 

place and that the Diocese had nothing to do with it, that Albany Churchmen 

should pay the expenses or else that the Bishop should do so. The Committee 

merely state these facts in order that the Convention may be made aware of the 

main argument that has been used against this assessment.

A special Missionary Service, set forth by the Bishop, was said, 
the Rev. Mesrrs. R. Granger, W. H. Cook and J. T. Pearce 
officiating. 

After the service the Rt. Rev. President took the chair, and called 
the Convention to order. 

The Report of the Board of Missions was presented and read by 
the Rev. W. R. Woodbridge, Secretary of the Board. 

REPORT OF THE BOARD OF MISSIONS, 1882. 

The Board of Missions respectfully report there are 47 Missionaries at work in 
78 Stations, and that 13 Stations have been vacant all the year. 

One new Station, Broome, has been added to those under the care of Rev. Mr. 
Washbon, and the Rev. John Prout appointed as his assistant. 

Four meetings of the Board have been held during the year, at which the at- 
tendance has been encouraging, the average attendance of members being almost 
seven beside the Bishop for the past year, whereas in the previous year the average 
was only four members. It is especially to be noticed that of the lay members one 
has been present at every meeting, and another coming from the extreme border 
of the Diocese was only hindered once from the same punctual attendance, and then 
by the want of a train to bring him. 

.Since the last meeting of the Convention there has been received a bequest of 
$750 to the Board of Missions from Miss Elizabeth Sheerer, a nrbst faithful servant 
in the family of a prominent layman of the Diocese, this being the third bequest 
of a poor woman for some Diocesan work. There has also been received by the 

11 
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Board from the Misses Austin of Cairo, a gift of $1,000 (in addition to $500 pre- 
viously given). 

The Board have voted to use these gifts for the establishment of two funds, the 
one to be called the " Misses Austin Fund," the income to be used for Mission 
work in Greene county, and the other to be called the " Elizabeth Sheerer Fund," 
the income to be used for Mission work wherever needed in the Diocese. 

There are plans before the Board for the rearrangement of several of the Sta- 
tions so as to make the work more effective. 

The unused Churches at Centreville and Chazy have lately been insured 
against fire at a trifling cost, there being almost no persons in those villages to 
look after the preservation of the property. 

The Board would urge on the Convention that we ought not, in view of our in- 
dividual missionary responsibilities, to rest satisfied with merely keeping up the 
established Stations or with merely keeping out of debt, but that we should be 
ready to push forward and occupy many of the places needing or asking for the 
services of our Church. 

The Board recommend the adoption of the following resolution : 

Resolved, That there should be raised for the Mission work of the present year 
the sum of at least $ , and that it is the duty of the Clergy and laity of the 

Diocese to make every possible effort to secure this sum.

I have also re- 
ceived from Mr. Orlando Meads, Executor, through the Offertory at the Chapel 
of All Saints Cathedral, the sum of $750, being a legacy left by the will of Eliza- 
beth Sheerer, deceased, (an old and faithful member of the Church), to the Board 
of Missions ; the said sum is to be invested and the income applied towards the 
payment of the Stipends appropriated by the Board to its Missionaries, and tfce 
investment will be known as the " Elizabeth Sheerer Fund."

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REPORT OF THE SUPERINTENDENT OF THE ORPHAN 
HOUSE OF THE HOLY SAVIOUR, FOR 1881. 

During the year there have been seventy-three children in the Diocesan 
Orphanage, twenty-two boys, and fifty-one girls. Twenty-three have been dis- 
missed ; adopted seven ; for self-support, ten ; returned to relatives, six. There 
remain in the family fifty children and four grown persons in charge. 

As usual, there are children from the four Convocations. During the last 
few years we have received applications in behalf of children from fifteen dif- 
ferent counties, including the most northern and the most southern counties of 
the Diocese. 

While the general health of the children has been good, there have been two 
contagious diseases to contend with, but in both cases we were very mercifully 
dealt with. Scarlet fever, measles and whooping-cough prevailed as epidemics 
in the town during the spring months. One of our boys, attending the High 
School, brought the scarlet fever into the house. It was a moment of great 
anxiety; but, thanks to a merciful Providence, there were only three cases in 
the family; two were severe, but not alarming. Under the direction, of our faith- 
ful physician, Dr. Bassett, every precaution against contagion was taken, and 
although three-fourths of the children had never had the disease, all but three 
escaped. Sulphur was burned throughout the house twice every day by order 
of Dr. Bassett, and every weak point about the building, of which there are 
many, without and within, waB carefully disinfected. From the measles, though 
much exposed to the disease, we were spared entirely. The whooping-cough 
attacked us, and continued in the house some months ; but, thanks be to God, 
there was no alarming case. 

In June, the annual meeting of the Board of Trustees took place at the Or- 
phanage. The great need of a permanent House, especially adapted to the work, 
was the chief point under consideration. The Trustees, after carefully inquiring 
into the facts, were unanimously of opinion that a vigorous effort to raise a 
Building Fund should be no longer delayed. Under these circumstances the fol- 
lowing, resolution was moved by the Rev. Dr. Batter shall, of St. Peter's Church, 
Albany, and unanimously adopted : 

*' Whereas, the Diocesan Orphan House of the Holy Saviour, at Cooperstown, 
does not own the building it occupies, and has an imperative need of larger and 
more suitable accommodations for the children under its care ; and, whereas, it 
now holds in possession a site for an Orphanage, and the sum of $5,000 has been 
given or pledged for the erection of a building ; 

'• Resolved, That a Committee of five persons, Clergymen or Laymen of the 
Diocese, shall be appointed by the Bishop, which Committee shall do all in their 
power to aid and second the efforts of Miss Cooper, the Superintendent and Sec- 
retary of the Board, in presenting the claims of the Orphan House of the Holy 
Saviour upon the Churchmen of the Diocese, and in raising the additional sum 
of $10,000 for the erection of a building specially designed and fitted for the 
needs of this important and useful work of Christian Charity in the Diocese of 
Albany." 

In accordance with this resolution, circulars containing the principal facts were 
prepared, and in the autumn, when church people would be likely to have re- 
turned from their summer migration, the collection for this purpose was regu- 
larly commenced in Albany and Troy. The movement has thus far been 
encouraging. The present condition of the fund, January 1, 1882, is as follows: 
Contributed, in Cooperstown, $1,000; in Albany, Troy and elsewhere, $1,747; 
Subscribed in Cooperstown, $2,500 ; in Albany, $500 ; in Troy, $500 ; total in 
moneys and subscriptions, $6,247. The collection, which began November 28, 
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1881, is being steadily and hopefully carried on, and it is believed, on good 
grounds, that the remaining $9,000 needed may be raised during the next six 
months. We do not desire an expensive building, but one especially adapted to 
the work, in a healthy position, and of such size and arrangements as shall make 
it a suitable home for the children entrusted to our care. The general discipline 
and industrial training of the children can be carried out more effectively and 
more economically in a building adapted to the work. 

In order to give additional interest to the new Orphanage, it is proposed that 
any contributor offering $250, or more, to the fund, shall be entitled to give a 
memorial name to one of the principal rooms, the name to be inscribed over the 
door, and always appropriated to that room. 

We have now four litle homeless children at the Orphanage, received from the 
Child's Hospital. There are also several girls brought to us from private homes, 
where they had been cruelly treated by the families in which they lived ; one 
came to us in a shocking condition, with frosted limbs ; she is now strong and 
healthy. Let me also mention here a fact of importance ; we have received at 
different times quite a number of weak-minded children, almost verging on idiocy, 
and some of them much diseased also ; in every instance this class of children 
has greatly improved at the Orphanage, and we have good hope that in time all 
may be qualified for self-support. Daring the past year we have received two 
large girls who had never said a prayer and never been inside any place of wor- 
ship; both are doing well and have received religious and industrial teaching, 
readily and gratefully. 

We gratefully acknowledge the receipt of clothing and bedding from the fol- 
lowing friends of the orphans : Five pairs of stockings from an aged lady of 
eighty-four, a parishioner of Zion Church, Morris, beautifully knitted by her 
venerable hands ; a box of clothing for small girls, with sheets and pillow-cases 
also, from Church of the Holy Cross, Warrensburgh ; one comfortable from St. 
Stephen's Parish school, Schuylerville, pieced by twelve boys and girls ; from 
Christ Church, Gilbertsville, four comfortables and some articles of clothing; 
from Mrs. Warren, St. Paul's, Troy, a box of clothing and bedding; from the 
ladies of Christ Church, Cooperstown, Lent work, a large supply of clothing, 
very useful; from Grace Church, Cherry Valley, a very useful package of cloth- 
ing ; from St. John's, Johnstown, a large supply of very useful garments ; a gen- 
erous package from Mrs. Arthur Yates, Waverly, Tioga county ; a package of 
bedding and aprons from the ladies of Burnt Hills ; two comfortables from Mrs. 
Getman, Richfield Springs ; a generous supply of clothing and other riecessaries 
for one of our boys leaving us for higher education, under the charge of Rev. 
John Coleman ; a gift of a noble cooking range, valued at $62, from our two 
kind trustees in Troy, Mr. Wells and Mr. Danchy; the ladies of East Springfield 
and Esperance have been very kind in sewing for us ; at Esperance sixty gar- 
ments were made last summer and the good ladies are at work again.

The Committee congratulate the Convention on the favorable showing in the 
report of the Diocesan Orphanage ; they press the necessity of assisting in every 
way the present movement to secure a suitable building, commending Miss 
Cooper's indefatigable zeal to the generous attention of every parish in the Dio- 
cese.

The Special Committee, to which was referred the portion of the Bishop's Ad- 
dress touching the Cooperstown Orphanage and the Diocesan Auxiliary Asso- 
ciation, beg leave to report the following preamble and resolutions for the adop- 
tion of the Convention. 

Whereas. The Orphan House of the Holy Saviour at Cooperstown is a Dio- 
cesan Institution which represents a noble work of Christian charity, and is now 
giving Christian nurture and protection to orphaned children from all parts of

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the Diocese, thereby bringing the Diocese under obligation to give it the most 
unqualified encouragement and support; 

And Whereas, Jts work is seriously impaired and limited by the meagre 
accommodations of the building which it is now compelled to hire for the shelter 
of the children, 

Resolved, That this Convention hereby expresses its approval of the action of 
the Board of Trustees in attempting to raise the sum of $10,000, in addition to 
the $5,000 already pledged for a new building, and that the Convention hereby 
authorizes and requests the devoted Secretary of the Orphanage, Miss Cooper, to 
present the claims of the Orphanage upon the Clergy and Laity of the Diocese. 

Resolved, also, that the Bishop be requested to appoint some Clergyman, such 
a one as he may see fit, and be able to secure without large expense, to visit such 
parishes as the Bishop may designate and the Rectors thereof consent, for the 
purpose of soliciting contributions for the Building Fund of the new Orphan 
House ; the expenses of the agent thus appointed to be paid from the moneys 
which he may collect.

EEPOET OF THE MINORITY OF THE COMMITTEE 
ON THE PROPOSED AMENDMENT TO CANON IV. 

The undersigned, member of the Committee on the proposed amendment to 
Canon IV, dissenting from the majority of the Committee, begs briefly to submit 
his reasons for so doing. 

The object proposed is one that is certainly desirable, that is to provide some 
mode by which Churches that, for some good reason, cannot be incorporated, may 
yet receive ecclesiastical recognition. The undersigned is ready to agree with so 
much of the amendment reported by the Committee as provides for this object. 
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But it is another question whether such a Church should be put upon the footing 
of the incorporated parishes of the Diocese. The policy of the Church has always 
been to require incorporation as being not only for the security and welfare of the 
parishes, but as being the only way in which an organized body can be created 
which the Convention can recognize as a constitutent member. If unorganized 
congregations were to be admitted to membership in the Convention, the Missions 
of the Diocese should also be allowed to send lay delegations. But the result 
would be an undue increase of the power of small and feeble Churches to say 
nothing of other practical inconveniences. 

The undersigned therefore is in favor of giving to the unorganized Churches 
and Missions of the Diocese every encouragement and favour, except that of ad- 
mission to the privilege of lay representation as organized and corporate mem- 
bers of the Convention.

And that the Bishop of 
this Diocese be and he is hereby elected one of said Trustees to hold office so 
long as he shall continue to be such Bishop, and that the residue of said Trustees 
shall hold their offices as follows : Two for one year, two for two years, two for 
three years, two for four years, and that at each future Annual Diocesan Conven- 
tion there shall be elected successors to the outgoing Trustees for a term of four 
years, and also a Trustee to fill any existing vacancy for the residue of an unex- 
pired term.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OJS THE CONSTITU- 
TION AND CANONS. 

The Committee on Canons to whom were referred certain proposed amendments to 
Canon XIV, " Of the Missions of the Diocese," respectfully report that they have 
given the subject much consideration, and have concluded that it is impracticable 
to put the disbursements of the Missionary funds into the hands of the Convoca- 
tions, even with the safe-guard proposed by the Rev. W. M. Ogden. The Com- 
mittee have come to this conclusion with great reluctance, because they feel that 
the plan has much to commend it, and that it, or something nearly approaching 
it, affords the only hope of reviving the Convocations, and making them practically 
subserve the purpose for which they were established. Unless the Convocations 
can be actively engaged in the collection and expenditure of Missionary offer- 
ings, the reason of their existence has ceased. The indirect and incidental bene" 
fits of Convocations — social, intellectual and spiritual — can, it is believed, be 
more effectually secured through voluntary associations of the Clergy, or by meet- 
ings convened by the Bishop at his discretion. The Committee therefore recom- 
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mend the adoption of the subjoined Canon, to amend Canon XIV, the effect of 
which, if adopted, will be to abolish the Convocations, but to retain the Arch- 
deacons, with such districts as the Convention may establish. In the arrange- 
ment of these districts, the Committee recommend that Columbia County, in 
deference to what they understand to be its earnest desire, be annexed to the 
Albany district.

A Canon to Amend Canon XIY. 

• 

Of the Missions of the Diocese. 

Section 1. Sections five and six of Canon XIV, of the Missions of the Diocese, 
are hereby repealed. 

§ 2. Section seven of Canon XIV is hereby amended so as to read as follows: 

11 § 7. The Diocese shall be divided into districts, the titles and limits of which 
may from time to time be determined by the Convention. The Bishop may 
annually appoint a Presbyter resident within the limits of each district, to hold 
the office of Archdeacon thereof. The Archdeacons shall be charged with the 
duty «f visiting the Mission Stations and vacant Parishes, and, with the consent 
of the Clergy, the other Parishes receiving Missionary aid within the limits of 
their respective districts to ascertain their condition, and to give such advice as 
may be required, reporting the result of their inquiries and observations to the 
Bishop. It shall also be their duty to stir up an increased Missionary interest 
and zeal, and to urge more liberal offerings for the work of Church extension." 

§ 3. Section ten of Canon XIV, is hereby amended so as to read as follows; 

" § 10. The Treasurer of the Board of Missions shall include in his annual re- 
ports all sums certified to him as expended in local Missionary work, and he may 
also receive and pay over any special contributions from Parishes or individuals 
in accordance with the instructions of the contributors." 

§ 4. Sections 7, 8, 9, 10,11, 12, and 13, of Canon XIV, shall hereafter be num- 
bered respectively 5, 6, 7, 8, 9, 10, and 11.

This entire amount has been appropriated to the object for which it was given, 
and may be included in the sum of $500, which has been appropriated by the 
Society to students from the Diocese of Albany who are now pursuing their 
studies in the General Theological Seminary. The Diocese of Albany also shares 
in the benefit of the general appropriation for St. Stephen's College, but to what 
extent, at this time, the Superintendent has no means of determining. 

The objects of the Society for Promoting Religion and Learning are of great 
and admitted importance. The income is carefully administered, and, though 
large, is no longer sufficient for the demands that are made upon it. At a time 
when thoroughness of preparation for the sacred office is more indispensable than 
ever before to a successful ministry, it is unfortunate that there should be any 
diminution of interest in the cause of Theological Education, and yet statistics 
would seem to indicate this result. The Diocese of Albany has contributed no 
more the past year than it did in the year 1875. The Superintendent would urge 
again upon all the Parishes of the Diocese the claims of this department of bene- 
ficent charitable work.

AMENDMENT TO CANON IV. 

The Committee, to whom was referred the proposed amendment to Canon IV 
respectfully report the following; 

Resolved, That Canon IV be hereby amended by the adoption of the following 
section, as section 2 ; the remaining sections of the Canon being numbered ac- 
cordingly ; 

Section 2. In case any Church or Congregation shall, in the judgment of the 
Bishop, be permanently established and self-supporting, and he shall certify to the 
Convention that sufficient reasons exist for not incorporating the same, it may, 
on recommendation of the Committee on Admission of Parishes and by vote of 
the Convention, be recognized as a Parish of this Diocese and admitted into union 
with the Convention, notwithstanding the fact that it is not incorporated under 
the law of this State, the other provisions of the first section of this Canon having 
been duly complied with.

The following reports were presented : 

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE OF THREE TO SETTLE 
WITH THE DIOCESE OF NEW YORK AS TO THE 
EPISCOPAL FUND. 

To the Convention of the Diocese of Albany :. 

The Committee appointed by the Diocesan Convention of 1876, and continued 
by successive Conventions, and enlarged by the appointment of two additional 
members by the last Convention of this Diocese, having in charge the claim of 
this Diocese upon the Diocese of New York for aid toward the endowment of the 
Episcopal fund of the Diocese of Albany beg leave to submit their 5th Annual 
Report. 

Since the last report your Committee, in pursuance of a resolution of the last 
Convention (found on page 93 of Convention Journal, 1881), have applied to the 
Legislature and obtained the passage of an act to authorize and enable the Trus- 
tees of the Episcopal fund of the Diocese of New York to pay, upon the order 
of the Convention of New York, out of any funds in their hands, as such Trustees, 
any and all sums of money due or to become due to the Diocese of Albany, of 
which act the following is a copy : 

Chapter 549, Laws of 1881. 

The People of the State of New York, represented in Senate and Assembly, do 
enact as follows : 

Section 1. Section five, chapter three hundred and seven of the Lajys of eigh- 
teen hundred and forty-five, entitled "An act to incorporate the trustees for the 
management and care of the fund for the support of the Episcopate of the Dio- 
cese of New York," is hereby amended so as to read as follows ; 

"§ 5. The said trustees hereby incorporated shall be bound to conform to any 
instructions that may b^ given them by the said convention touching the manage- 
ment of the said fund, and the disposition of the income thereof, and the said 
trustees are hereby authorized, empowered and directed, out of any of the funds, 
or the income thereof, under their management and care, by virtue of the act 
hereby amended, to pay to the trustees of the Episcopal fund of the Diocese of 
Albany and to the trustees of the Episcopal fund of the Diocese of Long Island, 
in aid of the endowment of the Episcopal funds of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church, in the Diocese of Albany and in the Diocese of Long Island respectively, 
any and all sums of money which the convention of the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the Diocese of New York, may at any time give them instructions to 
pay in aid of the endowment of the Episcopal funds of the Diocese of Albany, and 
of the Diocese of Long Island respectively, provided that the capital of the fund 
pledged by the Convention of the Diocese of New York, prior to the erection of 
the Dioceses of Albany and Long Island for the support of the Episcopate, in the 
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Diocese of which the city of New York shall form a part, shall T>e in nowiBe re- 
duced or impaired ; and provided that such instructions shall be in writing, and 
shall be entered on the journals of said Convention . 

'• § 2. This act shall take effect immediately." 

The act may be found in the Session Laws of 1881, on p. 790. 

Copies of this act were addressed and sent with a circular by mail to the clerical 
and lay delegates to the Diocesean Convention of New York shortly before it 
assembled in September last . 

The object of this legislation it will be remembered was, to so amend the act 
incorporating "The Trustees of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New York" 
as to take away an obstacle or excuse for a long time set up and relied upon in 
the course of these negotiations, namely that the said trustees had no power over 
the funds in their hands, and that it would be a breach of trust for them to do any 
thing with the funds except apply them to " the support of the Episcopate in 
New York," even if the Convention should order a different application of any 
part of the fund. 

It will be observed that the act above set forth took away this refuge. 

But the hostility to the claim of Albany, after this enabling act was passed, 
took up a/nore desperate position, and gentlemen were found in the last Conven- 
tion of New York, who having started wrong in resisting this claim, having a 
pride of professional opinion and position boldly asserted as lawyers the uncon- 
stitutionality of the act, and proceeded to reiterate the old allegations under which 
as lawyers they had been accuBtomed to frighten the honest-minded, and to weary 
with repetitions those who wanted to get away. 

Neither that Convention nor this is a proper forum for the discussion of constitu- 
tional questions or legal qt&stions. The courts of law are open for such questions 
and from the whole course of proceedings in regard to this claim, during which 
your committee have been all the time ready and anxious to meet a committee 
from that Convention and have never been invited, it would seem that the 
Mother Diocese was intent upon driving her daughter into those courts to obtain 
her promised aid and patrimony. 

Such an issue is not pleasant to contemplate. But your committee may, after 
all its efforts at persuasion and a peaceable solution, be compelled to recommend 
a resort to such remedies as the law and statutes of this State have given us. 

New York has not done for Albany what she promised to do, in consideration 
that Albany would relinquish her share in the old Episcopate fund, and until 
New York does what she promised to do, Albany does not relinquish her share in 
the old Episcopal fund. An accounting must be had. 

Originally the fund in question was made up by contributions from all the 
Parishes in the State " for the support of the Episcopate in the State of New 
York." And it is interesting to enquire and ascertain how the fund, which now 
amounts to $11 1,687.44, has been so manipulated and changed from the object of 
the donors as to be now applicable only to the " support of the Episcopate " in nine 
counties of the State, with a population in those nine counties of 1,682,000, out of a 
total in the State of 5,083,000. Or with less than one-third of the population of 
the State, and with less thanone-eierhth of its area, the Diocese of New York and 
the Episcopate of New York gets all this fund and enjoys the income of it. 

The question constantly recurs how has this thing been done ? 

It is conceded that the Diocese of Albany has $11,000 in the Episcopal fund of 
the old Diocese, and to that extent at least we are helping to support the Bishop 
of New York. But we claim that it is a great deal more, and that $40,000 was at 
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the time of the division of the old Diocese assumed by the Bishop of New York 
as our proper and rightful share of the fund, and so stated in his address to his 
Convention as the sum which the old Diocese would make up to the new Diocese 
in aid of its Episcopal fund. 

In this controversy we start with a prima facie case in our favour, and it is 
for the old Diocese to overcome it, by showing how it is that it is entitled to keep 
all this fund. They paid Western New York when it went off, but it did not go 
till it got the money, $37,000. Albany trusted to their promises and professions 
and went off, taking the northern wilderness off their hands as missionary ground 
(coating $4,000 a year), and here we are after twelve years of delayed engage- 
ments and promises, in the attitude of respectful petitioners to the mother 
Diocese. 

Have we not been long enough upon our knees before our debtor ? 

No amount of legal or clerical sophistry can for a long time darken the mental 
vision and benumb the moral sense that peers through and revolts at a transac- 
tion like this. 

The said Diocesan convention of New York (Sept. 28, 1881) took up the two 
reports of their special committee on the subject of the claim of Albany laid over 
from last year, and after a long and spirited debate in which the frienjds of our 
claim in a contest running through two days showed eminent ability and zeal in 
our behalf and entitled themselves to the lasting respect and gratitude of the 
^Church people of this Diocese. 

Notwithstanding an adverse result, which was not unexpected by your com- 
mittee, this year's contest in that Convention furnishes indisputable evidence of 
a growing sentiment in our favour in that Convention and encourages your com. 
mitteevto renewed exertions in asserting our claim, steadily, constantly, respect- 
fully, until that time, be it near or remote, when in the course of events we shall 
have obtained our right and these two Dioceses be at peace. 

The course of action in the New York Convention, as appears by the Journal, 
was as follows : 

On the first day of the Convention the subject of the two reports of last year 
on the claim of Albany, with the resolutions appended to each, was made the 
order of the day for Thursday. 

On Thursday the order of the day was taken up and a discussion of great length 
and much ability and earnestnesss followed, when without action on the reports 
the Convention adjourned to the next day (Friday). 

On the next day (Friday) the order of the day was resumed. 

When Mr. Cummings (the author of the minority report) accepted in place of 
the resolutions appended to his report of last year the following resolution offered 
by Mr. Andrew J. Todd, lay delegate from New York, and Mr. Todd then moved 
the adoption of the said resolution as a substitute for those resolutions of last year 
accompanying the majority report as follows : 

Resolved, That this Convention, by virtue of an Act of the Legislature of the 
State of New York, contained in chapter 549 of the Laws of the year 1881, 
amending an act contained in section 5, chapter 307, of the Laws of the year 
1845, which latter act is entitled " An act to incorporate the Trustees for the 
Management and Care of the Fund for the Support of the Episcopate of the 
Diocese of New York," does, for and in full settlement of the claim made upon 
the Diocese of New York, for promised aid toward the endowment of the Epis- 
copate of the Diocese of Albany, hereby authorize the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund of the Diocese of New York to pay, within six months after the date of 
the passage of this resolution, over to the Treasurer of the Episcopal Fund for 
the Diocese of Albany the sum of $11,000 ; also, further, does hereby authorize 
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the Treasurer of the Subscriptions for the Episcopate of the Diocese of Albany 
to pay over, within the same period of time, to the said Treasurer of the Epis- 
copal Fund of the Diocese of Albany any funds in his hands ; such two payments, 
however, to be conditioned upon the Diocese of Albany accepting the sum total 
thereof, in full settlement of all and every claim such Diocese may have, either 
legal or equitable, to any portion of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of New 
York, and of every claim by reason of promised aid from the Diocese of New 
York toward the endowment of the Episcopate of the Diocese of Albany. 

After discussion of the proposed substitute, a vote by orders was called for and 
the substitute was rejected. — AyeB, 25; noes, 89. 

The discussion must have surprised and alarmed the Committee; for Mr. 
Nash, of the Special Committee, who made the majority report of last year, then 
withdrew the second resolution offered by the majority last year, which proposed 
" that the Trustees of the Episcopal Fund be directed to add to and consolidate 
with the permanent fund under their control all of the invested surplus income 
now in their control, except the sum of $5,000, which shall be retained to meet 
any deficiencies in the income of the permanent fund which shall not be supplied 
from other sources." 

And also, he withdrew so much of the first resolution of the majority of last 
year as asserts, " that it (the Convention of the Diocese of New York) recognizes 
no further obligation to undertake, as a Convention, to raise money for the 
Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of Albany." And he then moved the adoption of 
the remainder of the first resolution of the majority of last year, as follows : 

" Resolved, That after duly considering the petition of the Diocese of Albany, 
presented to the Convention of 1879 by James Forsyth, Hezekiah Sturgess and 
James 8. Ross as a Committee, and the resolutions of the Diocese of Albany on 
the same subject, passed at a meeting of its Convention, held on the 13th and 
14th of January, 1880, the Convention of the Diocese of New York declares that it 
has no power, in the proper exercise of its functions, to transfer or direct the 
Trustees of the Episcopal Fund to transfer to the Diocese of Albany any portion 
of the fund in the hands of said Trustees, or any funds within its own control, 
which have been contributed for other purposes.'' 

To this resolution the Rev. Clarence Buel moved the adoption of the following 
as a substitute: 

Resolved, That the reports of the Special Committee on the petition of the 
Diocese of Albany be laid over until the next Convention, and that a Committee 
of five be appointed, of whom at least one clergyman and one layman shall not 
be residents of the city of New York, to confer with a like Committee from the 
Diocese of Albany as to any claim which that Diocese may have toward a fund 
for the support of its Episcopate, from the Diocese of New York, and in case 
they find the existence of any such valid claim, then to report further by what 
means and on what terms it may be adjusted." 

After discussion, this substitute was defeated (ayes, 38; noes, 44) by six ma- 
jority, and thereupon the resolution, of Mr. Nash, of the majority of last year, 
above set forth, was adopted. 

Then, on motion of Mr. Todd, it was 

" Resolved, That the Convention of this Diocese requests the Rectors of the 
various Parishes of the Diocese to call on their Parishes to aid toward the en- 
dowment of the Episcopal Fund of the Diocese of Albany, such sums as may 
thereby be raised to be paid over to the Treasurer of Subscriptions for the Epis- 
copate of the Diocese of Albany." 

Thus ends the chapter of the last year's doings in the Diocese of Albany to 
obtain the promised aid to its Episcopal Fund from New York, and in the Dio- 
cese of New York to defeat it.

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Your Committee cannot say that they are disappointed, nor will they say that 
they are at all disheartened; on the contrary, they propose to continue the pur- 
suit with increased wariness, watchfulness and energy. 

They feel the necessity and importance of this promised aid to this Diocese 
more and more. We shall have to wait a year to see what the Parishes in the 
Diocese of New York will do under the resolution above quoted. Perhaps they 
will raise the $40,000 and relieve the Convention from its obligation to us. If 
they do not, we cannot chide them, for we have no dealings with the Parishes — but 
with the Conventio7i of New York. 

On the 29th of September, 1881, there was in the hands of the Treasurer (Ed- 
ward Haight, Esq.) of the subscriptions for the enlargement of the endowment 
fund of the Episcopate of Albany the sum of $1,438.72. This money was raised 
by Committees of the Convention years ago, while yet they felt the obligation to 
fulfil the promised aid . 

The Committee recommend that this money and its accumulations be received 
on account of aid from the Diocese of New York, toward the endowment of the 
Episcopate of Albany, and that the Treasurer of the Trustees of the Episcopal 
Fund of the Diocese of Albany receipt for the same on account as above, and 
place the amount in said fund. 

Also that the Committee as now constituted be continued, and after awaiting 
the action of the Convention of New York to be taken (through the Parishes) 
the current year, they report to the next Convention the result of that action, 
with their plan of measures to be adopted to enforce the claim of this Diocese 
against the Diocese of New York. 

Besolved, That the above recommendations of this report, as to the receipt of 
money on account toward the endowment of the Episcopate of Albany, and as to 
the continuance of the Committee, and as to the delay for the current year of any 
legal proceedings, while the Parishes of New York Diocese are responding to the 
call upon them, and as to the next report of the Committee as to their plan of 
measures to enforce the claim of this Diocese, be adopted by this Convention.

Report of the Com. on the Episcopal Fund of N. Y. 115 

The Convention of the Diocese of Albany, held in the city of Troy, January 11, 
1882, recognizing that the time has come when its self-respect prevents it from 
making any farther appeal to the justice and honour of its mother Diocese, orders 
the following statement of the claim of this Diocese to be placed upon its minutes. 

The Diocese of Albany was erected out of the Diocese of New York by a vote 
of the Convention held in 1867. That separation was a necessity arising from the 
size and strength of the Diocese; and the impossibility of giving it sufficient Epis- 
copal oversight. And in its benefits the present Diocese of New York has been 
at least an equal sharer. At the time of the separation, the northern part of the 
State was the chief field of the diocesan missionary work. The Diocese of New 
York had in its whole field fifty-five missionaries who officiated at seventy-four 
stations. Thirty of these missionaries, because their forty-three stations were 
within its territorial limits, were assigned to the Diocese of Albany. The strong 
Parishes within the new Diocese were few, but the mission field was great. 

The clergy and laity of northern New York would not have consented to a sep- 
aration which relieved the Diocese of New York from the heavy responsibilities 
that originally belonged to it, without satisfactory assurances of pecuniary help 
from the strong and wealthy mother Diocese. Those assurances were most em- 
phatically and solemnly made. And with the confidence that Christian men place 
in the good faith and honour of their brothers in Christ, a willing assent was 
given to division, and it was even urged with earnestness. Those assurances 
were the pledge for aid to the missionary work of the new Diocese, which pledge 
was redeemed by regular contributions for three years, and the adoption by the 
Convention of the resolution of the Committee on Division recognizing the duty 
resting on the older and more wealthy portions of the Diocese to aid liberally in 
the endowment of the new Episcopate. With entire unanimity the Committee 
on Division recommended to the Convention to declare the moral and equitable 
rights of the proposed new Diocese to this aid. And upon these rights they based 
the duty of the Diocese of New York. In the Convention of 1868 of the Diocese 
of New York the same obligation was reaffirmed. So universally was this obliga- 
tion recognized, that in an appeal issued June, 1869, by the Committee appointed 
by the Convention of New York, it was stated that the $30,000 to complete the 
endowment of the Diocese of Albany was virtually assumed by the mother Diocese. 
And this Committee of the New York Convention asked for contributions to re 
deem "the virtual pledge of the Diocese." This is signed by Win. F. Morgan, 
Morgan«Dix, Isaac H. Tuttle, Edward Jones, Edward Haight and William Alex- 
ander Smith. That there was this virtual pledge of the Diocese of New York, in 
faith of which the Diocese of Albany was erected, was thus acknowledged by a 
representative Committee in the mother Diocese, and it was so recognized by the 
members of the Convention who adopted the resolutions of the Committee on 
Division. 

This virtual pledge has never been redeemed. For twelve years the Diocese of 
Albany has made every honorable effort to secure its acknowledged moral and 
equitable rights. The endowment virtually assumed by the mother Diocese has 
not yet been obtained. The Diocese of Albany has appealed again and again to 
the honor and good faith of the Diocese of New York, but its appeals have been 
in vain. It has offered to compromise its claim, but its offers have been rejected. 
It has proposed to submit its claim to arbitration, agreeing to abide by its deci- 
sions, and this has bee*n refused. It has proposed a joint committee for conference. 
No committee on the part of the mother Diocese has been appointed. It has 
offered to accept in place of its just claims any annuity which the Diocese of New 
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York might think just and right, and this offer has been rejected. In at least one 
instance the communications from the Convention of the Diocese- of Albany have 
not been read in the New York Convention, nor entered upon its minutes. 

The Diocese of Albany has thus exhausted every effort, except a resort to legal 
remedies, to protect and to obtain its just and acknowledged rights. But justice 
to those who shall follow and to those by whose votes and voices the Diocese 
of Albany was erected, demands this entry should be made upon the journal of 
its Convention. And the Churchmen of the Diocese of Albany in Convention 
assembled, not in anger, nor with any spirit of unkindness, but in sorrow, and 
from fidelity to the cause of Christ's Church committed to their keeping, spread 
this statement npon their minutes. The dignity and honor of the Diocese of 
Albany forbid it from being a suitor for charity where it simply asks its rights. 
And it here solemnly reaffirms its confidence in its moral and equitable claims, 
which no lapse of time can obliterate or impair, and expresses its strong convic- 
tion that they will yet commend themselves to the justice and good faith of the 
mother Diocese. 

On motion, it was unanimously 

Resolved, That the report be accepted and entered upon the minutes as express- 
ing the sense of this Convention. 

Mesolved, That a copy of this report be sent to every Clergyman in the Diocese 
of New York, and to every Lay Deputy of the last New York Convention. 

The resolution embodied in the report of the Committee on the 
Episcopal Fund of New York was adopted. 

The JRev. J. W. Stewart presented aud read the following 

REPOKT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE CONSTITU- 
TION AND CANONS. 

The Committee on Canons, being instructed to present to the Convention aa 
amendment to Canon XVI, so as to provide for the payment out of the Diocesan 
Fund of the charges for the maintenance of the Bishop's house, respectfully report 
the following: 

A Canon to Amend Canon XVI. 

Op the Diocesan Fund. 

Section one of Canon XVI, of the Diocesan fund, is hereby amended so as to 
read as follows : 

Section 1. Whereas, it is indispensable to provide a fund for defraying the 
necessary expenses of the Convention, including the expenses of those of the 
Clergy who may have to travel from a distance to the Convention, and also the 
cost of maintaining a suitable residence for the Bishop ; it is hereby required of 
every congregation in this Diocese to pay to the Treasurer of the Convention on or 
before the day of its annual meeting, a contribution at such a rate per cent upon 
the salary of its Clergyman as shall have been determined by the previous Con- 
vention to be required for the purposes above-mentioned.

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The Bishop announced his concurrence in the change of the 
Canon.

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON THE FREQUENCY 

AND TIMES OF CONVENTIONS. 

The Committee on the frequency and time of meetings of the Convention re- 
spectfully report that, owing to the serious legal difficulties in the way, they do 
not recommend any change from annual Conventions. 

They do recommend the adoption of the following resolution, viz. : 

Resolved, That Article II of the Constitution he amended so as to read as follows: 
"The Convention shall assemble on the fourth Tuesday after Easter in each 
year" — the remainder of the article to remain unchanged. 

All which is respectfully reported on behalf of the Committee.

All these special offerings make 
God's Sanctuary and Church more in keeping with His worship in the beauty of 
holiness. The total indebtedness of the Parish has been decreased nearly one- 
half t while the value of the Church property has been greatly increased. This 
favorable condition of affairs is largely due to the great success of the pledge sys- 
tem and the missionary work in the parish.

Dear Bishop — I respectfully report for St. John's Copake, that from the 
second Sunday in July, to the second Sunday in October, both included, I had 
regular services, A. m. and p. M., and Sunday School 10 A. m., on all Sundays, 
omitting P. m. service October 1. The Sunday School failed once or twice, but 
generally there were five or six young ladies or girls in my Bible Class, and ten 
or fifteen young children in other classes. I celebrated the Holy Communion 
three times, from two to four or five Communicants participating ; baptised two 
children aged fifteen and thirteen years, respectively ; made between seventy and 
eighty calls and distributed several hundred Church Tracts on Holy Baptism, 
Confirmation Holy Communion, The Church, etc., etc., and over a doaen Prayer 
Books and one good sized octavo Bible to a family that had no Bible, the same 
from which the two children were baptised. These Prayer Books are from Mr # 
Jas. Pott, agent. I sent the same $4 from Offertory. Also some $7 worth of 
new Sunday School books were paid for them from Offeratory and funds in hand. 
The attendance at Church I think unreasonably small, twenty-five or thirty 
adults A. M., and half the number p. M.

The Church of St. John's has had but one baptism and no confirmations, as 
will be seen from the foregoing record. It has, with the exceptions of Pau 
Smith's Hotel, not more than ten families in a radius of two miles, all of whom, 
with the exception of three families, are of Methodist denomination and one of 
the remaining, Roman Catholic. For this reason it seems to the missionary ex 
pedient, in the present condition of the country, to hold services during the sum- 
mer for the many visiting church people and omit them entirely during the 
winter. To hold winter services in such a climate, when the families are so few 
and the driving involved — a distance of thirty miles, largely through the fields, 
seems scarcely advisable. It is thought best to regard St. John's for the present 
as a summer chapel and order the work on this basis. It always contributes 
half the salary for the missions and aids them in many other ways. 

The reason why no collections other than those named have been made is due 
to the fact that after drawing from the contributions $935 for the Church in 
Bloomingdale, no more was remaining than was needed to make up the current 
expenses. The needs of the work here seemed to warrant the appropriation of 
all that could be obtained for the erection of the Church at Bloomingdale, where 
most of the people employed here in summer really reside, and where the need 
of a suitable Church is most urgent.

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Remarks.

ing his ill health and absence. 

On the 8th of August following, the congregation worshiping at this Chapel 
was — with the entire concurrence of Mr. Tibbits — duly organized as a parish of 
the Church in all that pertains to its ecclesiastical and religious character. There 
were certain exceptional and local circumstances on account of which, in the 
judgment of all parties, it was not held to be either necessary or expedient to 
proceed further to the incorporation of this parish under the civil law. and the 
parish will, therefore, ask admission into union with the Convention of the Dio- 
cese, solely on the ground of its spiritual and ecclesiastical character. Its official 
relations with the Bishop of the Diocese were perfected by his first visitation and 
administration of Confirmation at All Saints, on the feast of Epiphany just past. 

On All Saints' Day last, a free Reading Room, fitted up and supplied with 
periodicals and papers by the generous interest of Mrs George M. Tibbits, of 
Troy, was opened to the residents of Hoosac under the care of the parish author- 
ities. 

The congregation of the parish continue to have the use of and to worship in 
the Chapel as heretofore ; but it acquires, as a parish, no property therein. 

Since his transference to the Diocese of Albany, in May last, the undersigned 
has read services ninety-five times, preached seventy-six times, administered the 
Holy Communion ten times (once in private) ; baptised one infant ; solemnized 
one marriage, officiated at one funeral and presented twenty-one persons to the 
Bishop for confirmation.

The church edifice is now nearly comple- 
ted, and it is hopod that divine service may be held within its walls on next Eas- 
ter day.

THE CHURCH HOME, TROY, K Y. 

ANNUAL REPORT, 1881. 

To the Rt. Rev. the Bishop of Albany : 

The Trustees of the Church Home in the City of Troy have the honour of re- 
porting that the interest in the charity under their charge has continued unabated 
during the past year, as evidenced by the gifts and legacies which have come 
to it. The different Parishes of the city have manifested a gratifying generosity 
towards this good work, which appeals so deeply to all. 

The inner working of the Home has been most satisfactory in all that concerns 
the comfort and happiness of the inmates. The house is a model of convenience ; 
and many of the rooms have been tastefully furnished, and even beautified, by 
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members of the Ladies' Auxiliary Committee, who have also, as heretofore, con- 
tinued their active co-operation in many other ways. The n amber of in- 
mates at present is eleven, there having been but one change since our last 
report. 

The Chapel, memorial of Mrs. C. E. T. Lane, so long "actively interested in 
the work of the Home," which was in process of erection at time of our last 
report, has since then been completed. It was dedicated to its sacred use by the 
Bishop of the Diocese at the special service held April 23d. It is a very beauti- 
ful and complete building, well suited for its purpose, and is a great addition to 
the comfort of those who otherwise would be denied the privilege of public wor- 
ship. It gives us great pleasure to state that the Chapel has already found a 
usefulness as a place of meetings concerning the general work of the Church in 
this city. During the past year the clerical members of the Board have alter- 
nated in the Chaplaincy and maintenance of weekly services at the Home, — 
though, of course, in case of sickness or the like, the inmates of the Home, be- 
ing connected with their own Parishes in the city, are considered as under the 
pastoral care of those Parishes. 

We have used every effort to keep the current expenses of the Home within 
the smallest limits possible consistently with the health and comfort of the 
household. There have been, however, some incidental as well as extraordinary 
repairs and other expenditures this year, which, together with the great advance 
in the cost of all the necessaries of life, have caused the slightly increased outlay 
reported. We hope to be able to reduce this during the coming year, and pledge 
every effort to that end. 

On the other hand, we are most gratified to report a large increase in the per- 
manent fund. Legacies have been received during the past year from the estates 
of Mr. Jacob Jacobs, a Vestryman of Christ Chnrch ; Miss Harriet Koon, and Mr. 
Alexander McCall. 

Once more we commend this Charity to the sympathy and aid of all, feeling 
that the generous contributions of the living and the departed make it most 
worthy of our support. The substantial building and the beautiful Chapel are a 
monument of the deep interest of the friends of the Home in the past, and make 
the more binding our duty towards it now.

The Diocesan Convention of the Diocese of Albany, which assembled in St. 
John's Church, in the city of Troy, on the tenth day of January, A. D. 1882, 
known as the Fourteenth Annual Convention of the Protestant Episcopal Church 
in the Diocese of Albany, being a stated meeting of the same, having jurisdic- 
tion over a number of churches, congregations or societies of the Protestant 
Episcopal Church in said Diocese in the State of New York, now or hereafter to 
be constituted or established and not already incorporated, did, under and in 
pursuance of the form and authority given by chapter 110 of the Laws of 1876,

entitled " An act supplemental to chapter 60 of the Laws of 1813, entitled an act 
"to provide for the incorporation of religious societies and of the several acts 
11 amendatory thereof," passed April 11th, 1876, by a plurality of voices elect 
nine discreet persons, viz.: William Croswell Doane, William Payne, James M. 
Dudley, Joseph Carey, Benj. H. Hall, Edwin Coan, Abram B. Cox, J. D. Morri- 
son, Leslie W. Russell, as Trustees to take charge of the estate and property 
belonging thereto, and to transact all affairs relating to the temporalities thereof. 
And we, the undersigned, respectively the presiding officer and the clerk of 
the said Diocesan Convention, do hereby, immediately after the said election of 
said nine Trustees, severally certify under our respective hands and seals that 
the names of the persons elected as such Trustees as aforesaid are as follows : 
William Croswell Doane, Bishop, so long as he shall continue Bishop ; 

and that the name or title by which the said Trustees and their successors shall 
be known is The Trustees of the Diocese op Albany. 

Such Trustees shall be capable of taking for religious, educational, and chari- 
table purposes, by gift, devise, bequest, grant or purchase, and of holding and 
disposing of the same, any real and personal estate held for the benefit of such 
Diocesan Convention or of any Parish, congregation, society, church, chapel, mis- 
sion, religious, benevolent, charitable, or educational institution existing or act- 
ing under such Diocesan Convention at the time of their election, or which had 
then or may hereafter be given for any such purposes, provided that the net 
yearly income received from its said property shall not at such time exceed the 
sum of twenty-five thousand dollars. 

Whenever any Parish, church, congregation, or religious society in connection 
with such Diocesan convention, shall become extinct by reason of the death or 
removal of its members, it shall be lawful for the Trustees elected by such 
Diocesan convention as aforesaid to take possession of the temporalities and 
property belonging to such extinct church or organization, and manage and dis- 
pose of the same, and apply the proceeds thereof to any of the objects mentioned 
in the second section of the said act. 

The Trustees elected by virtue of the said act shall hold their offices at the 
pleasure of the Diocesan convention, by whom they are elected, subject to the 
terms and conditions of the said act, and all vacancies shall be filled by said 
Diocesan convention, as they occur, by ballot, unless dispensed with ; and the 
said Trustees shall, each respectively, hold office until his successor is elected 
and shall report all their transactions as such Trustees annually to the Diocesan 
convention of the Diocese of Albany.
